l^^the Viceroy, and almoft all the Ge^ 
nerals and Men of Authority, To this 
Fleet, which was under the Dired^ion of 
Gobbo^ a famous Conimandefi and of long 
A 4 Experience 
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Expencnct in maritime Affairs, Was added 
a« great Number of Fiihing-Boat$» to ter^^ 
rify ihe Enemy at a Diftance with tber 
Profpe^ df a greater Number' of Shipa. 
Thefe ah fet fail from PoffiHpo, and 
twchedat the Ifle" of Capri^ where Don 
IJgQ^ to die very great Prejudice of fhe Un- 
dertaking, loft Time in hearing a Spanijh 
Hermit, who in his Preaching kindled their 
Spif its to iigbt with a Refolution worthy 
of the Glory of their Nation, acquired by. 
fo many Vidtories, From hence, leaving 
the Cape oi Minerva on the Left, they en-^ 
tered the Main Sea, and detached Two 
Galiies before, with Orders to approach 
die Enemy, and then pretend to fly, in 
order to draw thena forth into the open 
Sea. BM^Filippino Doria having, the Day 
befdfe, by trufty Spicsy been apprifed- of 
the Ene toy's Defign, had, in all Hafte, 
requefted Lautrecb io knA him imme- 
diately Three Hundred Harqucbufiers, 
who arrived under the Comnfiand of Capt. 
Croche a litde before the Difcovcry of the 
Enemy's Fleet. FilippinOi as.foon as he^ 
difcovered them at a Diftance, though he

being concerned at the great Number ^jjl^^

perceiving, when the Enemy drew ncar^ 
that there were no more than Six Ships of 
the Lind*. Wherefore wiih a bold 
Courage^ and like a moft expert mmk- 
Commander, he caufed Three Gallies to 
part from the reft in oianner of a Flight, 
and by fetching a Compafs to gain the Be^ 
nefit of the Wind for attacking the Enemy 
on the Side and Stern.

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Multitude. On the other hand^ tjie Dif'-' 
charge of the Cannbn from Don Ugo*8 
Galley killed aboard the Galley of Filifn 
fsnotheC^pt^in, and wounded the Mailer, 
and the- Ships ^ approaching one another 
there was a iharp Engagement with Har* 
quebudes and other Arms. But the Ge* 
mefey experienced in thefe Fights, better 
avoided the Danger, fighting bended, and 
cautioufly between the Intervals of Pavi-' 
fcs*. While the two Gallies were thus 
combating with the greateft Fiercenefs, 
Three other Galiies of the Imperialifts^

These Circumftaiw^es were very flut- 
tering XoLautrech^ whole Hopes were ftUl 
much nK)re increafed by the InCercepttofi 
of a Brigantine on the 7th of May with 
Letters of the Generals to Cafar^ hf 
which ijiey fignified that they had loA: the 
Flower of the Arwy^ that there was not; 
in Naples Cota for ftbove a Month find 
half, but^at |h«y(gwund.their Mealby 
Strength of Arm; that the Germans begaa 
to be tuwwUuOus, and that there was na 
further JRelnedy for thefe Evils but by the 
fpeedy ArriiraLaffbmeProvifion of Money, 
and of Succours by Sea and Land..

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On the other fide the French fuffered 
for want of Water, fince from Poggia 
Reale to the Front of the Army were 
nothing but Cifterns which fcrved the 
Troops ; Sickncfs alfo increafcd in the 
Camp, arid the Enemy, being much ifu- 
perior in Light Hoife, was continually* 
making Sallies, efpccially by the Way 
' that ieiiids to Somma^ and not only con- 
vcye4 into the City Plenty of Flefh and 
Wine, but frequently intercepted the 
Convoys of Provifions that were coming 
to the French Army, Many foUicited 
Lautrecb to take into hi^ Service fomc

For that King making Inftances 
for a Declaration of the Invalidity of his 
firft Marriage, the Pontiff, who had gone 
great Lengths in Words, with his JMini- 
flers, becaufe finding himfclf in Jittle Credit 
with the other Princes he was willing 
to prcferve hisi Patronage, daufed to be 
drawn up very fecretly a decretal declaratory 
Bull that the Marriage was invalid, which 
he gave to Cardinal Campeggioy and 
C 3 charged 
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A. D- charged htm to fhew it to the King and to 
^^^J^^.the Cardinal of Tork^ and fay that he had 
Orders to publifh it if the Tryal of the 
Caufc had not a happy liTuc in the Court 
of Juftice, with a View that they might 
the more eafily confent to hear the Exami^ 
nation in a judicial Way, and might the 
more patiendy bear with the Length of 
the Tryal, which he had ordered Cardinal 
Campeggio to prolong as much as poflible, 
and not to give the Bull without frcfli In« 
ftru(5tions from him ; but he endeavoured 
to perfuade him (as it is alfo likely that \i 
was at that time in his Thoughts) that hi? 
Intention was that it fhould be given at 
laft. Of this Deftination of the Legate, 
and Delegation of the Caufe, the Ccefareofi 
AmbaiTador made heavy Complaints ia 
JRomey but with the lefs Authority, bccaufe 
of the bad Afpeft of the Affairs oiCafar 
jA the Neapolitan Kingdocn. 

But about Naples many Difficulties 
difcovered themfelyes on both Sides, but 
fuch.as, wh«o all the Reafons were col- 
le<^ed, (eemed to tura the Scale ia favour 
af the Prencb^ whofc Vidory was retarded

with a great Plague^ a^ Want of Money, 
^nd a Difficulty of keeping up the OermaH 
Foot, who were many times deluded with / 

«r^. Hopes and Promifes^ and feme ^ 
thewi went off by Files to the French 
Army ; though the Favow and Autbodty 
which the Prince of Orsnge^ to Whom fhd 
Death of Don Ugo bad left the Authority 
oi Viceroy, had gtitied with tiftem, were 
pf groat Efficacy to retaki thefxi. That 
G 4 Prince 
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Prince put. under Confinement Catta^ 
2l Gafcon Officer of the Remains of the 
Duke of Bourbon J with many of his Men, 
and. a little after, out of a vain Sufpicion, 
did the like, hy Fabritio Maramaus^ thq' 
Ije foon fpt hipi at Liberty. 

. On the other fide Difeafes continually 
increafed in the French Army; for which 
rtg^n"g?n ^^^'^^ Lafitrecb, that he might not have fo 
ihcFrtncJbgrczt a Space to guard, did not proceed to 
^•^? pcrfe<a-thc iaft Intrenchment, which was 
alfo difficult tb be finifhed on account of 
an Impediment from certain Waters which 
the Workmen had cut. There was alfo a 
Dearth in the Army, but more for Want 
of Order than from any other Caufc* 
J^autrecb^ however, had more Hope in 
the Neceffities of Naples than Fear of Difr 
ficulties, and either for thatReafon, per-f 
jading himfelf that he (houid foon finifh 
the Conqueft, or for want of Money, 
made no new Levies of Foot, as was de- 
fired, by the whole Army, on account of 
the Dead and Sick not only among thofe 
pf lower Rank^ and private Soldiers, but 
l^mong |;reat Perfons^ and Men of Au- 
thority} 
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thority ; for on the 1 5th Day of June died '• ^• 
the Popc-s Nuncio, 2nd Luigi Pifano^ihe^^^^ ' 
Venetian I^oveditor. He was alfo in 
Hopes of getting over to his Army all, op 
the greateft Part of the Germans in Naples % 
a Projedt, in which the Marquis of Sa^ 
luzzoj andiitifterwards he hin[>felf had a 
long time vainly confided. The fame 
Reafons, and the Hopes that were given 
him of caufing a Defertion of fome Light 
Horfe in Napks to his Army, withheld 
him from lifting Light Horfe, fo highly 
nece£&ry, and which, had he lifted at 
leaft Four Hundred, would have done 
him very great Service. For the Cavalr/ 
of the Befieged ranged at Liber^ ; tho* 
FCturning one Day to Napks with a gr^at 
Body of Catde, and falling in with tHe 
Black Bands, which were the Sinews of 
the Army, and without which it could 
not have lain before Napks, it was taken 
from them with the Lofs of about Sixty 
Horfe, in ipite of the Spaniards, who all 
faUied out of Napks, but too late^ to fuc-; 
pour them. 

Lautrech 
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jjjjjjj La^trech expcflcd that th« Ene- 
Siegeof my would fo0n ba neceiiitated to abandon 
A^/^^^- jsjaplesy aud, tbereforc, rcfolving to de- 
prive them of the Means of retiring to 
Gaeta^ he ordered Capua and the maritime 
Town of Vulturno to be gardfdned ; and 
to take avray from them alio the Liberty 
<;^ retiring into Cakiria^ beiides cauiing 
c^tain PaiSet to be cut, he began afreat^ 
to work on the fotrenchmcnt, fcveral 
times b^un> but interrupted by varioua 
Accidents, carrying the. Bottom now fo 
li^bj that the Waters^ which were afi 
Hindrance, reiled .underneath. He de^ 
figned aifo to fortify a Village very near 
Napks^ auk) to garriibn tt widb a Thou^ 
iand Foot, it^hich he refolved to lift fbf 
that Purpofe, being favoured befides by 
the Venetian Gailiea, diat caQie up dif 
sediy over againft the Intrencbment^ 
which fi?rf ed alfo for the oiore coovement 
Conveyance <A Ptovifions from the Sea 
Side to the Atmy, and to cut off the Road 
from the Enemies when they returned 
that Way with their Plunder; for, on 
shccount of the great Ditches^ and the 

Waters

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Waters of Pflgyw Reale^ which had been *• ^- 
cut, the Way from, the Army to ibe Seai ' 
was by a gre^ and dan^rous Circuity 
The Imperialiib attempted to binder thofe 
who worked on the Trenches, for which 
Purpofe having one Pay uMdc a veiy great 
Sally, the Pioneers, by Order of Piar^ 
Jsfavarra^ who had the Direction of that 
Work, betook thcmfelves to Flight, fo 
that the Iipperialifts unwarily purfuiog 
them were drawn into an Ambuih, wbera 
they had above, an Hundred killed and 
wounded. The Intrenchment, however^ 
was not a$ yet half finifhed, as well for 
Want of Pioneers, as for another Caufe, 
fox Negligence often fruftrated the good 
Orders that were made, which had they 
been coaftantly obferved, it is the Opinioa 
of many that, on account of the extreme 
Piftrefs of Naples^ Lavtrecb wo^ld un- 
doubtedly have obt^ncd the Vidory. 

A B ou T the fame time ther^ happened 
an Opportumty of very great Mooientt. 
had the Executors been as good as the 
Contrivers. Lautrech h»d Intelligence that 
a very mimerovs Body of the Garrifon of 

- Naples 
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A- D. I^aples was gone out on marauding by the 
J^^ Way of P/V di Grotta: Wherefore, that 
he might opprefs them, he fent out, in 
theNight of the 25th of Juney the Foot 
of the Black Bands, the Horfe of the Fh^ 
Aaionto ^^tiw^i and Sixty French Lances, with 
the Ad- fome Companies of Stvifs and Germans^ 
JJ^]?;^"^ towards Belvedere and P/V di Grottay to 
meet them ; and, to cut off their Retreat, 
he appointed General Burie to poft him- 
felf with fome Gafcon Foot on a Hill over- 
looking the Grotta, and, as foon as the 
Alarm was given, to defcend, and pre- 
vent the Imperialifts from entering the 
Grotta. The Beginning of this Adion 
fticceedcd happily; for the Troops of 
Lautrech meeting the Enemies, engaged 
and put them to Fliglht, killing and taking 
above Three Hundred Men, with an 
Hundred ferviceable Horfes, and a great 
deal of Baggage; Don Ferrando da Gon-* 
:^ga was unhorfed in fighting, and taken 
Prifoner, but refcued by the Fury of 
Aic Germans. But General Burie^ either 
through Fear or Negligence, did not pre- 
feift himfelf at the Place appointed, ^hich 
bad he done, that Body of the Enemy, it* 

is 
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is believed, would hatve been d\ Adb:cfeAi A-^D. 
Lautrecb h^^o fent Six GaUies of die^^^^yi^ 
Venetians to Gaeta^ and two of them had 
ilopped at the Mouth of the GarigliaMixk 
favour the Piince of Me^^ and hecmfh 
the Gallies could not hinder the Importa*^ 
tion of fome Refreihtnent into tJaples in 
Frigates, he put to Sea fome fmall Barks 
to prevent it. He ordered alfo that all the 
Cattle every where fliould be removed 
Fifteen Miles from Naples y that they 
might not be fo eafily carried off by the 
Imperialifts.. 

But a new Event which difcoVered it-^^^,^ 
fclf, and of which had long before zi^D^rU de- 
pcared fome Indication, caufed great P^r-^^)]^^^^ 
turbation in the Fr^/z^i& Affiurs, For ^- 
drea Doria rdblvcd to quit the Service of 
the King of France j to which he was 
obliged till the End of June: A Refo- 
lution, by whatmay beconjedured, talcen 
ibme Mon&s before. Hence it had pro-* 
peeded that, after he had retired to Gm^t 
be would not go with 'the Gallies to the ^ 
Kingdom of Naples ^ and that the King

proper that , the Kingi after his Refufal,^ 
ihould make a Reply, and beieech him to 
accept of it ; that he had not paid him thtf 
Twenty Thoufand Duqits for which he 
was in ArrestrSy wkhoai which he could 
not maintain his Gallies^ that he had de^ 
cltn|d to fatisly his juft Intreaties to n^ 
ftore the Gen^ to their accnftomed Jn^ 
tiididHcA ?n Samoa > and even that it had 
been debated in the King*s Coondl to 
have him beheaded^ as a Man that proudly 
iifed his Authority. Otbera alledged that

hfe Indignation 5 thai he wat pfrovdced at ^^ |>- 
Ac great Inftances made him by the ^i^(^^^^^ 
ttt deJivcr him the PrifowA-s, which he 
much defired as an Affair of Importance, 
c^cially the Marquis tfei Ouafio^ and 
Aftanio Cohma, though with an Offer to 
|)ay their Ranfom. Thefe and other 
Caufes were afligned, but it was helievecf 
fince that the truer and principal Reafon 
was not fo much his Rcfentment againft 
ifce French^ for not valiring him, as he 
imagined, according to his Merit, or aiiy 
other Caufe of Diffatisfadtion, as bis Sol- 
Kcitude for the Liberty of Gema^ in order ^ 
to pfomotei under the Name of the Li- 
berty of his Coififtry,' his own Gneatnefs, ' 
which End unable to attain by any other . 
. Method, be had refolved to ferte the King 
jDwionger, nor to afM him with his Dal- 
lies in the Conqueft of Napks^ as he was 
thought to have propofed the Enterprifcqii 
Sardinia m order to prevent theAcquifition 
of Sicify. Fixing his Tbo!!|hts therefbrcf 
on this Projeft, be treated, hy the Media- 
tion of the Marquid del Gmfia^ about eh^ 
taring itito the Service of Cafar^ notwitH^ ' :' 
ftandifig tbt great Hatred which he hadf 

for 
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for many Years profefled ^gainft the Sp$i^ 
inijh Nation in remembrance of their Sack*^ 
ing of Genoa i and the Severity with which 
be had treated as many of them as fell into- 
his Hands; But proceeding with Dif-^. 
limulation his Dcfign was not as yet. 
known to the King, who had therefore! 
taken no Care to procure Remedies in io 
important a Cafe, though h^ had eon- 
eeived.fome Suf^icion of it. For a Galley 
was taken which was carrying to Spain a 
Spaniard^ fent under a Pretence of the 
Ranfom of certain Prifoners, about whom 
was found a credential Lettei* of Andrea 
Doria to Cafar^ though^ on account of 
his great Complaints^ he was permitted to 
continue his Voyage without Examination* 
At laft, Bdrbejieux being arrived with 
Fourteen Gallies at Sa^vena^ Andrea Doria^ 
in Fear of him, retired with his Gallies to 
Genoay and with the Prifoners to Lerice. 
As foon as the King underftood what had 
happiened, fenfible of the Danger when it 
W^s become irremediable^ ^e fent to him 
^^^ Pierfrancejco da Nocera to inlift him anew 
made bim* into his Service, . offering by him to fatisfy. 
his Defire Iq (he Affair of Savqna ; to pay. 

him 
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fcim Twenty Thoufand Ducats for his ^- ?• 
, . __ - __, ^ , 1528. 

Arrears; to pay him Twenty Thoufand ^^^yv) 
more for the Ranfom of the. Prince of 
V Orange^ taken by him at another Time, 
and afterwards releafed by the King when 
he made the Peace with Cafar at Madrid ^^ 
and if he (hould pleafe to grant him the 
Prifoners, he would pay their Ranfom be- 
fore they came o6t of his. Hands, but if 
he {hould. refufe to grant them, the King 
would not trouble him on that Score» 
Doria lent no Ear to thefe Offers, juftify-rejcaed* 
ing his Separatbn from the King by Com« 
plaints* 

BARBESifitfx was forced td remaitt 
at Savona^ to the great Detriment of the Wddons 
Affairs of the Kingdom of Napies; hut%t„^i, 
afterwards advancing farther^ he left Five^^«**' 
Hundred Foot for the Security oi^Genoa^ at 
the Diftance of Ten Miles from that 
City, becaufe the Plague raged in it. And 
for the fame Reafon he landed Thirty 
Miles from G^w^ Twelve Hundred Ger^ 
man Foot newly arrived, who had re- 
ceived their firfl Pay from the French^ biit 
becaufe the Venetians had not paid them

In^ this Uncafmefs of Dvria the Pontiff^ 

Pope's apprehending that he treated with Cefar^ 

Adykc on the 2ift of June intimated the Affair 

h^gDlr/tf.*^ Lautrecb, demanding his' Confent.to 

fake him into his own Service for prevent* 

ing CeefoTy, and affuring him that Filippin9 

with the Gallics would within Ten Days 

fail away from Naples. Wherefore Lau^ 

trecb reftored to Filippino, bccaufc he 

would not exafperate him, the Secretary 

• , Sere?ton^ whom he had always kept with 

him for the Sake of getting Light from 

him into many fecret Matters ; and yet^ 

out of a Sufpicion before conceived of the 

Pontiff, he interpreted his Advice in a ma«* 

lignant Senfe. 

At laft Andrea Doria^ no longft 
diffembling his Intentions, tliough Barbe^ 
JkuXy in paffing forward with the Fleet, 
which confifted of Nineteen Gallics, Two 
Pinnaces, and Four Brigantines, with tho 
Prince of Navarre on board,^ had con- 
ferred 
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ferred with him, feftt his Oehtleman to ^- p 
CafaTi accompanied by the General of(^^^.y^ j 
the Francifcansi now created a CardinaU 
commiflioned by the Pontiff to fettle the 
Articles of Agreement, which were, ihAgref** ^ 
fubftance ; the Liberty of Genoa under the ni«n: be 
Protcd:ion of Cafar*, the Subjeftion of(^^"and 
Saiiorm to the Qemefe j a Pardon for himfelf j ^<^ria. 
who had been fo great a Perfecutbf of the 
SpaniJ}^ Name ; a Reception into the Ser- 
vice of Cafar with Twelve Gallies, and a 
yearly Salary of Sixty Thoufand Ducats 5 
bcfides other very honourable Terms. 

In coftfeqvience of this Agreemerit 
Filippino^ with all the Gillies, on ^^^^'^J^^'"^^ 
4th Day of July i fet fail from Naples, UooiNa^ 
his Departure, if he Was to proceed in the^^^^- 
Manner as he h^d begunj being no way 
prejudicial to the Fffsnchy except in Re- 
putation^ iince be bad for many Days not 
only kept a bad Guai^d, but even his owti 
Brigamines had inQff and then by Stealth 
conveyed Provifions into Naples 5 and he 
himfelf, befides Conferring with fome ctf 
Naples^ had carried the Children oi Antonio 
da Lroa from Naplifs to Gnefa^ ^nd had 
D 2 for 
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A- p for many Days lent Affiftance for the 
^^..^^^Convcyance of Viftuals into Naples ^^ but 
if he had ferved faithfully as he did in 
the Beginning, the French would have re- 
ceived a very great Lofs. Lautrecb there- 
fore with the more Earneftnefs folHcited 
the Coming of the French Squadron, 
which, by Order of the Pontiff, had, 
with the highcft Imprudence, flopped to 
take Civita Vecchia. 

Bv the Departure of Filippino with the 
GaUies the Venetian Fleet, which had 
taken the Charge of working on the In- 
trfenchment from the Sea Shore till it met 
the Trenches of Pietro Navarra^ was nt- 
ceffitated to defift, in order to attend to 
the Guard of the Sea, to bjock up which 
the more effcdtually, fome armed Frigates 
were appointed to cruife Day and Night 
along the Coafts 5 greater Diligence was 
alfo ufed on Land in oppofing the Spa-- 
niardsy who made Excurfions every Day, 
but whenever encountered fled away with- 
out fighting. Hence iVkr/i^^ was reduced 
Mtfcmc*"'^ extreme Neceflity, and the Germans 
Diiircfs. proteftcd they would depart if they were 

not 
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not foon relieved with Money and Visuals. ^- ^• 
Wherefore Lautrecb^ fuppbrting himfelf^J^^ 
in a great meafure with Hopes oh that 
Account, was. perfuaded that, from the 
Intelligence which he had long held with 
them Day after Day, they would come 
over to his Army, 

But on the 15th Day oi July the T^- 
netian Gallies, except thofe before Gaeta^ 
returned to Calabria to provide themfelves 
with Bifcuit i the Port therefore remain- / 
irig open, there entered iV^/Z^j a Multitude 
of Frigates laden 'with all Sorts of Piro- 
vifions, except Wine : A very feafonable 
Relief, for ther^ was not Corn enough in 
Napks to laft out July. But in the Army, 
into which the Plague was alfo brought 
by Contagion from the People which came 
out oi Napks y the ufual Diftempcrs were^'-'*^^ 
greatly propagated. Vdudmmt was near^/skk!"* 
Death, and Lautrecb lay ill; by .whofe»«^«"^ 
Sicknefe Things being in Confufwn, the^*^'""''"' 
Impcrialifts, who fcourcd all the Roads 
without Obftacle, carried off the Provifions 
that were coming to the Camp, where 
they were greatly wanted. And yet no

new Levies were made of Light Horfe, 
nay , k^akrio Qrfini^ an OfRcer of the Ve-' 
netiansj with . an Hundred Light Horfe, 
went off from the Army becaufe he was 
not paid 5 and the other Light Horfe had 
Part of them left the Army for want of 
Pay, and the reft were rendered unfervice- 
'able by Sicknefs. The French Men at 
Arms were beftowed in Garrifons in the 
circumjacent Towns, and the Gafcons^ 
difperfed ovfer the Country, were bufie4 
in gathering the Harveft and plundering. 

Some Hopes, however, were placed 
in the Foot that were faid to be on board 
the Fleet; which, after it had flopped 
above Twenty Days fince it failed from 
LivornOy at laft arrived on the i8th of 
Fleet ar- yuly with a good Kumber of Gentlemen, 
^*^^*- ; and with Money for the Army, but 
brought only Eighteen Hundred Foot, 
for the i;eft which it carried bad remained 
fome pf them for the Security of Genoa, 
and others fof the Enterprife on the Cita- 
del of . Gf'i?//^ K^a?^/Vv On tfeeir Arrival 
Lautrecb having fent forfte Troops to the 
&hprc for receiving the Moiiey, the Gel-

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iies could not come to Laiid for the Swel* ^- ^* 
ling of the Sea. The next Day therefore \,yl^ 
the Marquis of Saluzzo returned thither 
with his own Lances, and a good Number 
of GaJcenSy Swifsj and Germans^ .beiides 
the Black Bands. But in their Return ^^aibn to 
they were met by the Iroperialifts, wh0«*^« ^»^- 
had marched in a large Body out of iNSaf-of ithe.^*** 
/fks^ and charged fo vigoroufly that the^''**'^- 
French Horfe turned their Backs, and in 
their Flight fell in upon their own Foot, 
fo as to put them in Difordcr : And Count 
Vgo di Peppolij who, finoe the Death of 
X)ratw BagUone^ had the Command of tht 
Florentine Forces, being on Foot with 
Fcwty Harquebufiers at the Diftance of a 
Harquebus- {hot before the Regiment of 
the Black Bands^ was taken Prifoner by 
the Horfe ; and fixch was th^ Fury of the 
Imperialifts, that, if the Reginient of the 
Black Bands had not retrained them» 
they would have made a great Slaughter, 
for they fought, efpecially the Horf^, ex- 
tremely well. The Frmcb had above an 
Hundred killed, and as^ many taken, 
emong wiiom were feveral French No- 
i)kmen juft landed from the Fleet, befidea 
D 4 Chandaks 
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A- ^- Chandales Nephew to the Marquis of 54^* 
l^,^y^^luzzo 'y but the Money wjks conveyed in 
Safety, The Diforder was afcribed to the 
French Horfe, as oiuch inferior in Valour 
to thofe of the Enemy ; and this funk the 
Spirits of the Infantry of the Army, who 
were fenfible that they, could not depend 
on being fupported by the Cavalry, 

Mife b] ^^T. the Sicknefs of Lautrecb had 
State of been highly detrimental to the Army i 
p^'^'^^^for though he endeavoured to fupport the 
Weaknefs of his Body by thcStrength of 
his Mind, yet he could neither infpedt nor 
provide for all Affairs, which were con-^ 
tinually on the Decline. For the tmpe<^ 
rialifts making Excurfions not only pro^ 
irided thgmfelves with all Neceflaries, ex-. 
cept Wine, which they could not convey, 
but frequently took away Provifions from 
the Army, feized the Baggage, and the 
Fellows that looked after it on the very 
Bamparts, apd Horfes at the Waterings 
Place ; fo tjiat thie Army, which was 
much diminifhisd by Diilempers, began 
to want Neceflaries, and from befieging 
"^ .|:)eic:ame befiegcd, apd i» danger, if a

haying the Foot all run away ; and, on thcu..^^^ 
contrary, in Naples the Hopes increafed 
with the Conveniencies, the Germans were 
no longer tumultuous, and the others glo- ^ 
ricd in their Sufferings, 

Such manifefl Dangers proving at laft 
too hard for the Obftinacy of l^autrecbj^^^^ 
• who a few Days before had fent to Francew9i 
for a Rcinforcenient of Sijc Thouiand Foot^^^* 
to be tranfported by Sea, he ordered Rmzo 
da Ceri^ who was coxne with the Fleet, 
towards Aquila^ that he might levy Four 
Thoufand. Foot, and Six Hundred Horfc, 
giving him Bills on the Treafurer oiAquila 
and the Jlbruzzi j a Reinforcement which - 
^tjenzo engaged to bring to the Camp in a 
few Days, and which, if provided at firft, 
would have been of the higheft Service. 

By the 29th the Roads were fo broken 
and fpoiled as to becon[)e almoft impradti-- 
cable as far as Captia^ which the French 
bad at their Backs ; and the Camp had 
very few found Perfons in it. Lautrecb^ 
vyho had been relieved from his Fever, 

relapfed 
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relapfcd into a worfe Diforder than ufual ; 
;the Men at Arms were almoft all difpcrfcd 
into Country Houfes, cither becaufe they 
were fick, or to-refrefli themfelves under 
. that Pretence ; ^nd the Foot were almoft 
' reduced to nothing : And at Naples the 
plague and other Piftempers, by which 
the Foot had been reduced to Seven 
Thoufand, being on the Decline, it was 
feared that the Enemy would affault the 
Camp. Lautrech therefore ordered the 
Five Hundred Foot, fent by Renzo after 
the Defeat of Simone Romano j to ftop for 
preventing the March of the Enemy from 
Calabria towards Naples \ he fent about 
the Country to raife a Thoufand more 5 
"he took into Pay the Duke of Nola with 
• Two Hundred Light Horfe, and Rinuccio 
Mom!" '^ Farnefe with an Hundred, and they 
promifed to bring them fpeedily ; he fent 
for Two Hundred Stradiotti of the Vene-^ 
tians from the Enterprife on Taranto ; he 
recalled, under grievous Penalties, all the 
Men at Arms that were in Health, was 
^very Day ftimulating RenzOy and puflicd 
forward, though late, with very great 
Eagernefs and Efficacy all iJie Provifions. 
^ Bir 
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B y the ^d of Auguft there were not fo v 
much as an Hundred Horfe in the French 
Camp> and the Impcrlalifts were every 
Day makingExcurfions up to theTrenches j 
jtnd the Night before they had fcalcd and 
fackcd Samma, where was a Number pf 
Men at Arnis and of Light Horfe. Lau^ 
frecby therefore, feeing himfelf in a man- 
ner befieged, foUicited St. Pol to fend him 
fome Troops by Sea, and the Florentines 
%o order the Two Thoufand Foot which 
they had appointed to fend to St. Pol^ to 
piarch (o his AfHilance ^ and they readily 
confented to it. There died in the Camp 
Cban4alesy who was at Liberty on his Pa- Mortality 
role; there lay ill IJavarra^ Vaudemont^^^^^^" 
CamillO'daTrivulziy and the new and olda^ongthc 
Camp-Mafters; Lautrech was relapfed;'^'^^^^* 
all the Ambaifadors, all the Secretaries, 
and all the Men of Note, except Saluzzo, 
and Count Guidoy were fick, and there 
was hardly a found Pejrfon in all the 
Camp. The Foot died of JIunger, and 
almoft all the Citterns failing they fuffered 
aMb for want bf Water j nor was the Army 
capable of any thing but keeping its Station

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^- J^' within its Fortifications with a good Guard

fpccially the Doge, and the fuprcme, Ma- 
giftracy for the Term of Two Years, 
taking off the Prohibition from the No-

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bility, who had before been excluded from k 
by Law. And it being a fundamental Point, 
of the greatcft Importance for the Prefer- 
vation of Liberty, to provide againft the 
Diviiions of the Citizens, which had been> 
for a long Time, grcatc/ and more perni- 
cious than in* any other City in Italy^ 
fince there had not been only one Divi^on,. 
but a Party of the Guelfsy and an oppofite 
one of the Gbibellins^ and a Fadlon of th^ 
Nobility in oppofition to another of the 
Commonalty, and the Commonalty alfa 
not all of pne Mind among themfelves,. 
befides two very powerful Parties of the 
Adorni and Fregofi\ by which Divlfion^ 
there was good Reafon to think that their 
City, which, by the Conveniency of its Si^ 
tuation, and the Skilfulnefs of its People 
in Naval Affairs, appears qualified abov<; 
air for maritime Empire, had been de- 
preffed, and for a long Time kept in al- 
moft continual Subjedtionj therefore, ia 
order to come at the Roots of thefe Evils,, 
they fupprefled all the Names of di9 
Familicb and of the Houfcs of the City^ 
preferving only the Names of Twenty-r 
eight of the moil; illuftrious; except the

Utterly cxtinguifhed *. Into t^ Njucne* '^* ' 
and Number of thefe Families they ad- 
opted all thofe Nobles and Commons 
that remained without a Name of 3 
Houfe, taking Care, for the more efFedual 
Confufion of the Memory bf the FadionSi 
to incorporate the Nobles into Families 
of the Coiiimons, and the Commons into 
Noble Families, thofe who had been 
Partifans of the Adbrni into Houfes which 
bad favoured the iPregofi^ and, on the con- 
trary, the Followers of the Fregofo among 
fuch as had been devoted to the Adorni; 
It was alfo ordered that there £hould be no 
Diftindion between them by prohibit-* 
ing one more than another frotn Accefs to 
Honourj or Places in the Government* 
By this Confufion of Perfohs and Names 
they were in Hopes that, in no long

B u T in the Kingdom of Naples the 
Imperialifls, apprehending that the Re* 
bellion of Aquila and Matrice^ and the £-* 
nemy's making Head in Puglia might 
produce Effedts of greater Moment, de- 
terminbd to employ thofe Troops v^hich 
they had with them in reducing thefe 
Places. Wherefore it was refolved that 
the Marquis' del Guafto ihould march with 
the Spanijh Foot to recover the Towns 
in Pugliay and the Prince of Orangey with 
the German Foot, was to go againft Aquila 
and Matrice.

From fuch profperous Succeffes it 
was feafed that Orange would pafs into 
Tufcanyy at the Inftanccs of the Pontiff^ .

On the other Side, having re-» 
covered, tho' with great Prefcnts and Ex- 
pencesj the Caftles of OJiia and Civita 
Feccbia, by means of the Commiflion 
brought by the Cardinal of Santa Croce^ 
Poft in* he had held more found and more fincere 
Q^/ar!^ Negotiations with Cafar^ treating toge- 
ther more about private Concerns, which 
began to be managed with more Secrecy, 
and. on abetter Foundation, than of the 
univerfal Bufinefs of Peace. 

But in Puglia the State of Affairs 
flood thus : Barletta held out for the

on the Coaft of Beftrice, and at fevcral 
Times they had loft Five^ but favcd the 
Cannon and Stores. There held out alfo 
for the French j Monte di Sanf Angelo^ Nar^i- 
doa in the Territory, of OtrdntOy and 
CaftrOi in which was Count Dugento^ 
And the War being carried on by the 
Men of the Kingdom, and by the Forces 
of the Country, many Bodies of Rebels of 
Cafar^ and many that followed the War^ 
only as Soldiers of Fortune, for the Sakfe 
of Plunder, were sffembled in various 
Places, fo that the Condition of the 
G 2 Country 

• Alhanian^ or Grtik^ Light Horfe, fo called from C^ 
ftUett99 a kind of little Cap they wore. 
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A- !>• Country was miferable beyond Belief, be- 
i.,.ipiY«^ing all expofed to Robberies, Pillaging^, 
Taxations and Burnings from all Parties. 
But more famous than others for Incur- 
fions was Simone Romano^ who, with his 
Light Horfe, and Two Hundred and 
Fifty Foot, fcouring all the circumjacent 
Places, frequently brought into Barletta 
Cattle, Corn, and other Things of all 
Sorts, fometimes by Stealth, fometimes 
by Force, getting into and facking this, 
and then another Town ; as it happened to 
Canofa^ into which entering by Night with 
Scaling-ladders, he plundered it, and car- 
ried -off a Number of Horfes belonging to 
Forty Men at Arms quartered in the 

Cattle.

A T laft the Marquis del Guafto^ not 
attempting Barlettay a very ftrong and 
well fortified Town, in the Month of 
Siege of March laid Siege to MonopoUy in which 
}donop.ii. ^^j.g Camillo Orfino, and Giovanni Vit- 
turio the Proveditor. His Force confiftcd 
of Four Thoufand Spanifh and Two 
Thoufand Italian Foot, for the Germans^ 
in Number Two Thoufand Five Hun- 
dred, 
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4red, had halted in the Abrtizzi^ and re- 
fufed to march into Puglia. The Mar- 
^quis encampod in a little Valley covered 
by a Mountain, fo that he could not be 
annoyed by the Gannon of the Place, into 
which Renzo immediately conveyed by 
.Gallies Tiiree Hundred Foot. Mmopoli^ 
a Town of a very fmall Circuit, has the 
Sea on Three Sides, and towards the Land 
a Wall of Three. Hundred or Three Hun- 
<lred and Fifty Paces, furrounded by a 
Ditch. Over againft the Wall, within Har- 
quebus Shot, the Marquis eredled a Re- 
doubt,, and Two others on the Sea-fliore, 
one on each Side, but at fuch a Diftance 
that they commanded the Sea, and the 
Gate .towards the Sea, to prevent the Gal- 
lies from importing Succours of Men or 
Provifions. In the Beginning of April 
the Marquis gave the Aflault to Monopott^ 
in which he loft above Five Hundred 
Men, and a great Number of Pioneers, 
had Three Pieces of Cannon broken, and 
was forced to retreat to the Diftanoe of a 
Mile and a Half, fufFering gready from 
the Artillery of the Place. The Venetians 
then m^de a Sally, fcoured all his Redoubts, 
G 3 and 
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A. D. and killed above One Hundred Mct^, 
(Jf^^^^^yit^g fecured the Port by a Redoubt 
crcftcd on the Shore over againft that of 
the Enemy. Guafto however renewed his 
Approaches to Mmopoli^ where he eredked 
Two Cavaliers, to batter thic Infideof the 
Town, and dVew Trenches to be carried 
on to the Ditch, which was to be filled up 
with Six Hundred Loads of Fafcbcs. But 
the Befiegpd foon after made a Sally 
with Two Hundred Men, and burnt the 
Redoubt. The Marquis then carried on 
a Trench at the Right of the Battery, 
and drew another Trench, at the Right of 
the Lodgment of the Spaniards:^ within a 
Stone's-caft of the Ditch, behind which 
he caft up a Redoubt, and planted Can-r 
pon on it, wjth which he made a Breach 
'\n the Wall Si^cty Braces wide, and a- 
boutFour Braces from the Ground ; but, 
on Advice that a new Supply of Troops, 
fen t by Renzo, had entered the Place in 
the Night, he drew off his Artillery, and 
Siege at lad, towards the End of May^ raifed the 
^''^- Siege.

While the Marquis lay before Mo- Crv^ 
nopoliy and after his Retreat, happened va-Aaionsof 

. rious Adions and Movements 5 for the^""^*^'- 
Garrifon of Barletta made Excurfions, 
and plundered the Country, and did a vaft 
deal of Damage 5 and the Troops which 
were in Monte di Sanf Angelo^ command-, 
ed by Federigo Caraffa^ took San Severo^ 

^ and forced the Impcrialifts, who had be- 
fieged the Town oiVico^ to raife the Siege. 
After this Caraffa went by Sea with 
Twenty-fix Sail to Lanciano^ in which 
were quartered One Hundred and Sixty 
Men at Arms, and, entering by Force, car- 
ried off Three Hundred ferviceable Horfes, 
and a great deal of Plunder, but left no 
Garrifon in the Place. Numbeis of Ex- 
iles alfo committed very great Ravages iii< 
. the Bqfilicata 5 by which Difficulties the 
Imperialifts were greatly obftrufted in le- 
vying the Taxes, and it is not to be doubt^- 
cd that if the King of France had fent 
Money and fome Succours of Troops, 
there would have arofc new T;'oubles 
and Commotions throughout the King- 
dom, which would at leaft have employ- 
G 4 \ cd 
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A D th? C(?farea^p Pix\r\Y in Defence of their 
r^^^i^own State. But it was impoffiblc for 
fJiforderly and . undifciplined Troops, pro^ 
mifcuoufly got together, to efFcd:, at laft, 
any thing of great Confequence, fince they 
were without Succours or frefh Supplies j 
for only the Florentines gave Renzo fome 
Affiftance,; and the Duke of Ferrara even 
(lenied Renzo s Requcft to fend him by 
Sea Four Pieces of Cannon y and now Corn 
and Money began to . be wanted in Bar-^ 
. ktt^ and about .§ix Hundred of the Re- 
volters, beficged by the .Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor of the Province of Calabria in Mon-- 
telionfy , being neccflitat^d to furrender for 
Want of Apimunition > and Provifions, 
were led PriConers to Naples. After this 
the Prince oi Mejfi went with the Fleet, 
^nd Federigq.Carfiffa by Land, to befiegc 
Malfetta^ ^X^mn formerly belonging to 
Careffa -tfa^ -Prince, • .\yhcre Fedefigo in the Attack 
and ^/>^-w^ killed with a Stone 5 which, fo pro- 
Wtd:"''^^^^^ the Prince that he took the Town 
jl^' Storm/ aad plundered it.. The like 
Mfefortu'nc happened to .Bimane Romano i 
for Jhe Kemtian Fleet, , which from ; the 
Cape of Otranto infeiled all the Country, 
J. j approach- 
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approaching Brindifi landed fomc Troops, A. D. 
and with them Simone Romano^ which ^J.^^^!^ 
took Poflcffion of the City, hot in attjtck-. 
ing the Caftle Simon? was killed by a 
Cannon Ball, 

W H I L E the Troubles contin ucd; ip the 
Kingdom oi Naples with various Succefs, Afftiri of 
Affairs were in no peaceful Situation in^*^**'^* 
Lombardy. For \S/. Pol at tho Jlnd of 
March took Serravalk by Stoim^ and the 
Caftle agreed. to (land neuter.; but, the 
Enemies having repoiTelTedthenifelves of 
the Place by Surpriic 4n the Night, it was 
feared that the «S/!^/^7r^ could.no longer 
be prevented, by blocking .up. the Paflage, 
from marching, to Milan j efpecially . con- 
fidering that the Troops diminished every 
Day for want of h/lotey^ ^ut little coming 
from the King, and of that fmall Matter 
the General, who was a Man of very little 
Management, fpent one Part upon him* 
felf, and the other was embez3;led by the 
Officers^ 

I T was a DIfpute between the King and 
<he Ven^iam what Enterprife was fitteft to

^Ji^^of Genoa from the Importance of .that 
City, cfpedally fince it was reported for 
certain that Cafar would next Summer 
pafs into Italy -, and becaufe he knew that 
the Venetians had not lent the Icaft Aflift- 
ance either for the Relief or Recovery of 
/ that City, though they alledged in £x<« 
cufe the Rumour of tho Coming of a frefh 
Body of Germans into Itafyy he doubted 
they would be ibrry at his Succefs in that 
Undeitakuig* £ut the Venetians leprer 
Suiting that Antonio da Leva had very few 
Troops left about him, and offering, as 
feoQas Mthn w^s. acquired, to fend their 
7roops to afijift in the Conqueft of Genoa^ 
k wjis jefolved with the King's Confent to 
m^ke an. Attempt on Milan with Sixteen 
Thousand Men, each Party to be at half 
the Charges^ This Refolution was taken 
in Marcby in the Abfence of the Duke of 
UrbinOy who, on account of the Approach 
of the Prince of Orange and the German 
Foot to the Frontiers of the Kingdom of 
Naples^ had,* almoft contrary to the Will 
of the Venetians^ rttircd into his own 

St»te^ 
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State. But the Senate took him again into ^^ ^* 
their Service on the fanae Conditions a8v..,..v-^ ' 
they had formerly granted to Count P///- Duke of 
ghrnOf and B^^tohmeq d'AhianOy and fent^'^^'** 
him Three Hundred Horfe and Three General of. 
Three Thoufand Foot for his Defence, **!«^'*'- 
according to theiir Obligation, and gave 
the Title of Governor to Janus Fregpjb. 

The Venetian Army confifted of Sii 
Hundred Men at Arms, a Thoufand Light 
Horfe, and Four Thoufand Foot, though 
they were bound to keep on foot Tvj^clve 
Thoufand* This Army on the 6th cf 
April took Cafciam by Storm, and the 
CafUe at Difcretion : Antonio da Leva and 
fTorttidlo mari:hed out of Milan to make & 
I>iverfion, but retired without effecting 
any thing to t^c Purpofc. The Paffage Qi Spaniards 
-the Spaniards from the Territories of thep«<» ^^^^ 
Genoefe to Milan, for the Preventbn dijauan. 
.which fomany Pebates and ConfuitatioQs 
had been held, at laft fucceeddd. For ^ 

St. Po/and the Venetians believing that ithey 
would attempt a Paffage through thcf Tir- 
itmeji and the Alejandrianytheyfet out from 
Vofte(ggioy and took^ by the Diredlon. of 

^Belgiojo/oy 
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a; d. Beigio/ojb, a longer Way by the Mountain 
^jZ^2^of Piacenza, and Places fubjcft to the 
Church ; and being arrived at Farzi in 
the faid Mountain, though St. Pol had 
fent thither an Hundred and Fifty Horfe, 
and had given Notice of their March zt 
Lodiy and to the Venetians^ who, in order 
to oppofe them, fent Part of their Troops 
to the Duke of Milan^ but later by a Day 
than Ncceffity required, and in a«lc(rer 
Number than they had promifed, they 
pafled the Po in the Night zX Arena^ 
making ufe of the Boats of Piacenza^ 
nothing now being, capable of Qbflru<aing 
their Conjimdtion with Levd; who, to fa-p 
* cilitate it, was advanced to Landriano^ 
Twelve Miles from Pavia^ where they 
joined him, and were conduded to Mitatty 
being fo bare of every thing as to dcfervc 
the Name oi ShabbroonSy and increafin^ 
the ' Calamities df the Milanefey whom 
they robbed and ftripped in the very 
Streets. Thus were frtiftrated thieProjeiSb 
that the French and Venetians had formed 
for the whole'Winter, which were, to ftop 
'th« Paflage of thefe Troops, to take Gavi^ 
arid the cincum)acent Places belonging to 

Gema^ 
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GenoUy and to make themfelves Mafters ^* D. 
of Cafcy a Fortrds which did great Da*;J.^^^ 
njages to all the Country ; moreover jln^ 
tmio da Le^a took Poffcffion of Binajco by 
Capitulation. 

B u T as the Spaniards bad been accom- 
modated with Boats from Fiacenza^ and 
it was believed that they would not have 
moved if they had not received Aflurances 
that they might, in cafe of Neceffity, re- 
tire into that City, thefe, added to many 
other Indications, and efpecially the Refti- 
tution of the Fortreflcs, increafed in the 
Confederates a Sufpicioa that the Pontiff 
had agreed, or was ready to agree with 
Cafar. He had indeed fecretly turned all 
his Thoughts on the Recovery of the State 
oi Fhrence, and though he circumvented 
the French A.mhzffzAovs with holding va-.Pop«fcefa 
rious Negotiations, and amulipg with vaTfto^iidn 
rious Hopes both them and the other Con-®(^" ^«- 
federates of his adhering to the League, yttFiorena. 
moved, pardy by the Fear of Cafar % 
Greatnefs, and of the Profperity oiF hi^ . 
Undertakings, and pardy by the Hopes of 
more eafily inducing him, than he would , 

have . 
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A. D. have Induced the King of France^ to refiord 

^^.J^^^his Family fo Florence ^ he had a greater 

Inclination to Cajar than (o the King^ 

He was alfo extremely defirous^ for jfa*« 

• cilitating this Defign» to reduce to his De<» 

votion the State of Perugia/, wherefore he 

was fu^{>ofed to have given Encourage**^ 

ment to Braccio Baglioney who was con-^ 

tinually attempting new Difturbances in 

thofe Borders. 

From this Sufpicion lA^latefia doubt** 

Maiaifftaing that) while be continued in his Pay^ 

quits the jj^ ihoMld come to be opprcflcd with his 

Service. Favour, thought it neceiiary to look out 

for another Protection. Wherefore moved 

either by this Caufe, or from a Deiire of 

making a better Bargain, or out of an old 

Spledn, he refufed to agree with him Tor 

another Term, pretending that he was not 

bound to a Year's Warning, becaufe, as he 

faid, there was no Writing to (hew, though 

^the Pontiff affirmed that he was obliged tp 

it. He treated therefore about entering 

into the Service of the King of Frdhce^ 

and of th0 Florentines, complaining alfo of 

the Intrigues carried on by the Cardinal of 

Cortona 
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Cortona againft him, and of a'Letter which 
had been intercepted from the Cardinal de^ 
Medici to Braccio Baglione. But the Pon- 
tiff, being willing indirciSly to interrupt 
that Bargain, ^ublifticd an EdiA forbid- 
ding all hisSubjcfts to take Pay of any other 
Prince, without his Leave, under Penalty 
of Confifcation. This, however, did not 
deter Malatefta from executing his Defign, * 
the French obliging thcmfelves to give 
him a Regiment of Two Hundred^Horfe, 
with Two Thoufand Crowns Salary, the 
Order of St. Michael, and . the Command 
of Two Thoufand Foot in Time of War : 
And the Florentines gave him the Tide of 
Governor, Two Thoufand Crowns Salary, 
with the Command of a Thoufand Fpot 
in Time of War, of Fifty Horfc -tff7fai|^^ 
Son, and Fifty to the Son of Oratio, with 
Five Hundred- Crowns for the Table of 
diem both 5 they took under their Pro- 
tcdion his State, and that of Perugia^ 
and, between the Kiqg of France and 
them, allowed him an Hundred Crowns 
-a Month in time of Peace for entertaining 
Ten Captains. The Florentines paid him 
alfo for Two Hundred Foot for the Guard 

of 
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A- ^* of Perugia^ while he, on his Part, obliged 
i,J^^ himfelf, whenever their Affairs required^ 
to march for their Service with a Thoufand 
Foot, even though he fhould not have 
with hini the Troops promifed by the 
French. The Pontiff made great Com- 
plaints to the King of France of this En-* 
liflmcnt, as made direftly to prevent him 
from exercifing the Power of difpofing at 
bis Pleafure of a City in Subjedtioh to the 
Church. The King, unwilling to offend 
* him, delayed to ratify it, and the Pontiff 
hoping, on that account, to divert Mala-^ 
tejia^ perfuaded him to ftay out the Year's 
Warning, and at the fame time privately 
inftigated Braccio Baglionej Sciarra Colon^ 
na^ and the Exiles of Perugia^ who had 
aflembled fomc Troops, and were en- 
camped at Norcia. But all thefe Meafures 
were taken in vain, for Malatefla was re- 
folved not to continue in the Service of 
the PontiflF, and, the Florentines openly 
-affifting him, he was under no Appre- 
henlions from thefe Movements, which 
the Pontiff, not finding them to anfwer 
his Intentions^ foojpi laid aiide.

The PontifF alfo did not fufFcr the J^j^ 
Duke of Ferrara to remain unmoleftcd, Pope's 
being fo far from obferving the Conven-^f^J%^^ 
tion made with him by the College ofDukc of 
Cardinals, that on a new Vacancy. of the^''^*'''^ 
Bifhop of Modma by the Death tof Car- 
dinal Gonzaga^ promifed to a Son of 
the Duk? in that Convention^ he con-^ 
fcrred it on a Son of Germifno Morone^ 
feeking Occafion, by the Refufal of the 
PoJJeifion, to provoke agatnft him ihit 
Minifter of fqch Authority in the Imperial 
Aimyi He held alfo an Intrigue, by 
means of TJberto da Gambara^ Governor 
qf Bohgnuy with Geronimo Pio for feizing 
on Reggh'j^ but the Duke, coming to the 
knowledge of it, made Germmo fufier his 
due Puniihmeht/ He plotted alfo to re- 
cover Ravenna by Surpriie, but in this 
aifo he proved unfuccefsful. At this time 
alfo inclining every Day more and more 
in his Heart to the Party of Ca/ar^ and 
having already entered into a very clofe 
Negotiation with him, he fent unto him 
the Bifhop of Fa/one, Chamberlain of his 
Hou(bold.

K^iJ^of ^^^^ ^^"^ ^^^^ before, had be not been 
Engiand'a rcftraincd by a Regard to the Bull which 
l^ivorcc. ^^g jj^ ^^^ Hands of Campeggk in England^ 
For the Affairs of Cafar being reduced to 
a better Situation in Italy ^ the Pontiff was 
not only unwilling to give him any farther 
Offence, but to reverfe the Injury he had 
done him, and had dierefore refolved,. 
even before his long Sicknefs, to have the 
Caufe removed, for which Purpofe he 
difpatched Franeefco Campana into England 
to Campeggioj pretending to the King that 
he fent him for other Reafons- concerning 
that Caufe, but with Orders to Campeggia^ 
that he fhould burn the Bull ; which he- 
delayed to execute onaccoual of the Dif- 
qrder which feized the Pontiff, but after 
his Recovery fulfilled bis Comntends. 
The Pontiff, therefore, delivered from that 
Fear, removed the Caufe^^ to the unfpeak- 
able Indignatiijn of that King, cfpecialfy 
. when, on. clc»anding the Bull of. thr 

Cat-i 
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tardinil* he underflood what had hap- ^' ^* 
pened« u,-.^,.^ 

TntsE Proceedings occafidned thdFallof 
kuin of the Cardinal of Torki for the^;^^"^** 
ICing prefuppofed thef Authority of the 
Cardinal to be fo great with the Pori- 
tifF, that, if he had beenpleafed with .the 
Marriage of Ariiie^ he would have ob- * 

Gained of hinl all that he had defired. In- 
dignation at this Difappfoinfment opened 
his Ears to the Envy and Calumnies of the 
Cardinal's Adverfaries^ all his Money, and 
ftioveible Effedls, to an infitoehle Value^ 
^ere feized, arid a finall Part of his Ec^ 
clefiartical Revenues beifig l6ft him, he 
Was baniflied to hiq&lhopric with a few'' 
Servants; and hot long after, either oii 
account of fome intfercepttd Letters of hii 
to the King of France^ or fpr ibme othet 
Reafon, at the Inftigatibns of the fame 
EnenAies, who^ ff om foiiie Vii^ords fpokeji 
by the King, whith indicated a Defire of 
him, were afraid lie Would .recover his for- 
itier Authority, he was fpiiimdned to taakfe 
his' Defence againft a CHafge brpughk 
againft hifli ih the King's Council. On

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A. D. this Affair teing ctfndufted to Court as a

Civil I N Florence at this . time arofe a nevr 

liow'^n Conunotion, to the great Detriment of 
Fi^nnci. that Government, againft Nicolo Capponi^ 
the Gonfalonier, about the End of the fe-p 
cond Year of his Magiftracy, excited 
chiefly by fome principal Citizens, who 
fcrved themfelves on that Qccafion of th? 
vain Sufpicions and Ignorance of the Mul- 
titude. Nicolo had in all bis Magiftracy 
two. principal Objefts in View ^ to defend 
jthofe who had been, honoured by the 
Medici againft new Attacks from Envy, 
>ind ,even tp admit the principal of them to 
participate in Honours and in the public 
Councils with the other Citizens j and to 
take Care not to exafperate the Spirit ojf 
the Pontiff in Matters that were of nolm^ 
portancc with rcfpedt to Liberty. The 
[Obfcrvation of both thefe Points was ojF 
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^reat Service to the Republic ; for many A. D, 
of thofe very Perfons who had been profe-\,2j5^£i^ 
tuted as Enemies of the (government, 
when they found themfelves in Security 
lin<l carefled, would have heartily joined 
with the reft in its Prcfervation ; efpccjally 
as they knew that the Pontiff was diiTatif^ 
ficd with them for what had happened at 
ihe Time of the Alteration of the State j 
and that the Pontiff, though he moft ar- 
dently defired the Return of his Family> 
yet, if he received no frefh Provocations, 
had lefs Caufe to take precipitate Meafures, 
and' to make his Complaint, as he did 
without ceafing, to other Princes, But 
this falutary Conduft was oppofed by 
fome ambitious Perfons, who knowing 
that if thofe who had been Friends of 
the Mediciy Men, doubdefs, of greater 
Merit and Experience, were admitted into 
the Government, their own Authority 
muft needs be leflenedj were intent on no- 
thing but keeping the Populace full of 
Sdfpicions of them and the Pontiff, ca* 
kmniating the Gonfalonier for thofe Rea* 
^ons, and that he might not obtain the 
prolongation of bis Office for a third Year, 
H 3 as 
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A. D. as if bis Averfion to the Medici were Qof 
#J.^^^fo great as wa$ requUitje for the Qood of 
the Republic. Th6 Qonfaloqief not much 
concerned at thefe Calumnies, and judgr 
ing it highly expedient that the Ponti^ 
ihould not be exafpecated, amufed him 
with Letters and private Meffages 3 a Cor-^ 
refpondence, however, not b^gon nor prOr 
fecutedr without the conftant Privity of 
fome of the principal Citizens, and. of 
thoie who were in the higheft Poib of th$ 
Adminiftration, FiOr for other Ends than 
to divert him from taking fome precipit^^f 
Step. But happening to let drop a (.t<ttef 
written from Rome^ which contained fomf 
Words capable oi begetting a Sufpicion ii| 
thoiib who were ignorant of the <}rigin4 
find Foundation of thefe Things, an^ 
which came to the Hands of fome Mem- 
bers of the Supreme Council, fome fer 
ditious Yopths rofe up in Arms^ a^^ 
ffized on t}ie Town-hpyfe, kpepvng the 
Confalopier as it wf re vmder a Guard 5 
and the MagUlrate^ wifh a Numbpr of 
the C\\\wm^ flailed togctjber in ♦ fa- 
paultua^.Manper, re&)M j|^»t hie /l)Qui4 
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be deprived of his Office. This Refo- A. D. 
lution being confirmed by the Great Coun- O^s/^ 
cil,. his Caufe came afterwards to be tried ncwGob- 
according to Law, where he wa$ acquit- ^*'^"'^*; 
ted, and with the greateft Honour accom^ 
panied home to his Palaqe by almoft all 
the Nobility in Florence. In bis Place was 
fubftituted Francefco Carducciy a Perfon, 
if you regard his paft Life, his Qualities, 
and corrupt Views> unworthy of fo great 
an Honour. 



The Operations of the War began at 
this time to revive in Lombardy^ where, .^^*^"* 
St. Fol having t>n the 27th of jiprilbardj. 
paffed the Po at Valenza^ the Imperialifts 
abandoned the Borgo a BaJignanOy and the 
Piene al Cair9^ From hence St, Pol de- 
tached Guide Rangone with Part of the 
Army to Martara, a, Place fortified with 
double Ditches, Flanks, and Water.

Confederates of what he never intended to 
obferve, to make them believe that he 
would rhakc no Agreement .with Cafar 
without their Confcnt, and to thpir Satif% 
fadtion, For he was unde^ Apprehenfions 
that, out of Jealoufy of hjs Intentions, 
they would make their Peace with Ca/an ' 
by which Means he would find himfelf 
Excluded froni the Friendfhip of all Parties. 
He endeavoured therefore to perfuade

fame Promifes and Aifurances he was con- 
tinuafly giving to the reft of the Allies, 
while he was moft clofely prcffing the 
Negotiations of Peace, 

On July 23 came Advice of the Con- 
vention made between thePontiif andC^r; 
and when the Treaty was far advanced 
it happened to be difordered and inter- 
rupted by fomie Difficulties which arofe

While thefe Affairs were under Ma- 
Motions nageoient Antonio d^ Leva had recovered 
in Urn- Bjagrajfay and the Duke of Urbino keep- 
ing his Station in the Camp at Cajciana^ 
and employing an incredible Number of 
Pioneers in fortifying it, was foUicitous for 
the Prefervation of Pavia zn^Sanf An-

J^avia. Atttmh da Leva aitlvanced -after- 
wards to Enzago^ three Miles from Cajciano^ 
iwfaere he bad continual Skk-miihes widi 
ihcFenetiim Troops ; and at iaft he re^ 
moved from Enzago to Vawi^ either for 
snaking an Incurfion into the Bergamefi^ 
or becaufe tihe Venetians had cut oS his 
Water.

dcr the which confiffcd of Three Thoufand Ger-^ 

Prince of ^^^^ Foot, the laft Remains of thofe who 

had pafTed into Italy from Spain with the 

Viceroy, 
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Viceroy, and from Germany' vnth George 
Fronjpergj and Four Thoufand Italian 
Foot not in Pay, commanded by the feveral 
Colonels, Pierluigi da Farnefe^ the Count 
di San Secondoy Colonel Martio^ and Set-- 
arra Cohnna ; and the Pontiff furniflied 
him with three Cannon, and fome other 
Pieces of Artillery out of the Caftle of 
Sanf Angelo ; and Orange was to be fol- 
lowed by the Marquis del GuaftOy with the 
Spanijh Foot, from Puglia. 

But in Florence the Refolutions taken 
on this Occafion were far different from 
the Pope's Expcftations, for the Minds of 
the People were moft obftinately bent on 
making Refinance; and defending them-* 
felves. And becaufe this. Difpoiition was 
the Occafion of very remarkable Events^ 
it fcems very proper to give a particular 
Dcfcription of the Situation of the City. 

While thefc Preparations were mak- 
ing on all Sides, Cafar fct fail from Barce^ 
bma with a great Fleet of Ships of War 

Vol. X. K and 
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and Gallics, in which were embarked 
^a Thoufand Horfe, and Nine Thoufand 
Foot, and, after a troublefome and dan- 
gerous Voyage of Fifteen Days, arrived on 
ri^wfrom^hc 1 2th of Augujl at Genoa. In this 
Spain 8c City he received the firft Advice of the 
^'^' Convention concluded at Cambray^ and at 
the fame time General Felixy wich Eight 
Thoufand Germans in Cafars Pay, pafled 
into Lotnbardy. 

The Arrival ofCafar with fuch mighty 
His Com- Preparations ftruck a Terror into all liafyy 
ing alarms ^j^j^j^ was already fure of being left a 
liaJianu Prey by the King of France. Wherefore 
the Florentines^ in a great Confternation at 
the firft Advices, elcfted Four Ambaffa- 
dors, out of the principal Men of the City, 
to congratulate him on his Coming, and 
tp foUicit an Accommodation of their Af-. 
/airs; but afterwards, refumin^. continually 
frefli Courage, they moderated their Com- 
miflions, by reftraining them to treat with 
him only about their own Interefts, and 
of their Differences with the Pontiff, in 
hopes that Cafar^ from the Memory of 
Things paft, and the^ little Confidence 

that 
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that ufed to fubfift between the Popes and ^- ®- 
lEmpcrors, would take Umbrage at the (xv^J 
Greatnefs of the Pontiff, and hardly wifli 
to fee the Power of the Church increafed 
by the Forces and Authority of the State of 
Florence. The Venetians gvtzxXy refentcd that 
the Florentines^ being in Confederacy with 
them, had, without their Participation, 
eleded AmbafTadors to the common Enc* . 
toy. The Duke of Ferrara alfo com- 
plaint of them, though, following theiif 
Example, he immediately alfofent hisAm-^ 
baiTadorsj and the Venetians confented that 
the fame Step (hould be taken by the 
Duke of Milan, who had long before held 
private Negotiations with the Pontiff for 
making his Peace with Cafar, knowing<i 
even before the Defeat of St. Pol, that 
but little Confidence was to be repofed ii^ 
the King oiFranve and the Vefi^tians. 

CjffiSAk caufed the Spanijh Foot 
N^hich he had brought with him to be 
landed at Sa^ona, and direded their March 
for Lombard^, that jifitonio da L^a might 
take the Field with a powerful Force. 
He had offered to land them zt. Specie, id 
K 2 order 
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A* D. or^r to be fent to ^ujcanyi but the Pon- 
i J^^ tiffj on account of the Impreffion that had 
been made> did not think fo great a Force 
neceiTary, efpecially as he was de(irous> 
for the Prcfervation of the Country, not 
to ufe fuch violent Means againft his own 
City without Neceffity : However, he now 
Pope's openly proceeded againft the Florentines^ 
^'°^*^" and agamft Malatefta Baglione^ and caufed 
the Ph- to be arrefted on the Territories of the 
reniims, church thc Chevalicr Sperelh, who hav- 
ing been di^atched by the King of France^ 
before the Convention at Cambray^ with 
Money to Malatefta^ whofe Enliftment the 
King had ratified, was returning to Pr- 
ri4gia. He had alfo feized near Bracddno 
the Money fent by thc Florentines to the 
Abbot of Farfa^ whom they had taken 
into Pay with Two Hundred Horfe, for 
raifing a Thoufand Foot. But. he was 
foon neceffitated to reftore it ;. for the Pon- 
tiff having deputed Ambafladors to Cafar 
the Cardinals Famefe^ Santa, Croce^ and 
Medici y Santa Croce pafling through the 
Towns was arrefted by Order of the 
, Abbot, who would not iieleafe him before 
the Mopey was reftored to him, 
-.. ^ . ' Bur

But the Fhrentines continued their (./-vnJ 
Preparations, and, having in vain attempt- 
ed to prevail with Cafar not to commence 
Hoflilities till he had heard their Ambaf- 
fadors, they folHcited Don Ercck da EJie^ 
the eldeft Son of tKe Duke of Ftrrara^ 
taken into their Pay fix Months before, 
and appointed their Captain General, to 
come with his Troops, as he was obliged, 
to their Ailiftance. But Ercok^ though 
he had accepted the Money fent for levy- 
ing a Thoufand Foot appointed for his 
Guards when he marched, yet dire<Aed 
by his Father, who poftponed Faith and 
Honour to Reafons of State, refufed to 
come, but reftored not the Money, tho' 
he fent his Cavalry 3 wherefore the Flo^ 
rentines debarred him from the Option of 
a, fecond Year in their Service. 

But now the Prince of Orange was on 
the 19th Day oi Augufi at ^erni^ and the 
Germans zt Fuligno^ the Place of their 
Rendezvous. And it was pleafant to ob- 
ferve that, though the Peace between 
Cafar and the King of France had been 
K 3 con- 
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A. D. con<;Kided and publifhed, the Bifhop of 
iJiJZL^T'tf^^^ went about, with the Charadtcr o 
the Bang's Ambaflador, to Venice^ Fh^ 
rencey Ferrara and Perugia, magnifying 
the mighty Preparations of his King for 
War, and exhorting them to make the 
feme. The Prince afterwards advanced- 
Vrith Six Thoufand Foot, between Germans 
and Italians^ to befiege Spelky where Gio^ 
Vanni d' Urbine^ who had been Jong ex- 
perienced in the Wars of Italy ^ and was 
reputed by much the beft of all the Of- 
ficers of the Spanijh Foot, with a good 
Number of Horfe approaching the Town 
in order to furvey its Situation, received a 
Shot from the Place in the Thigh, of 
which he died in a few Days, with greafe 
Lofs to the Army, beeaufc the War was 
ip a manner wholly under his Direction. A 
Battery was then eredted againft. iS^^JZf^ 
which had a Garrifon of above Five Hun- 
dred' Foot, and Twenty Horfe, under 
Ijione Baglione^ a natural Brother of Ma^ 
l^tefta. But, after a few Cannon Shot 
againft a Tower that ftood without the

left to the Prince's Difcretion, and' that thcspei/e. • 
Soldiers, with* Safety to their Perfons, and 
as many EfFeds, as they could carry on 
their Backs, ihould march out with only 
their Swords, and be incapable of ferving 
againft the Pontiff or Ca/nr for three 
Months 5 but in marching out they were 
almoft all difarmed. This fhameful Ca- 
pitulation was imputed in a great meafure 
to Giovambattijla Borghefiy a S^zr^ Exile, 
who had begun a Treaty with Fabio,Fe^ 
trucci attending the Army , and brought it to 
Perfeftion with the Affiftance of th? other 
Officers ; Malatefta afcribed it to Treachery, 
many others to meer Cowardice. 

But in the mean time the Florentine pi^rentiKe 
Ambafladors prefenting themfelve^ before Amhafli- 
Ccefar had addreffed him firft with Con-drcfs 
gratulations on his Arrival, and then tn-'^^M' 
deavoured to convince him that their City 
wt^sr not ambitious, but gratefut for Bene- 
fits, and ready to be ufefulto hini wliS

%j l^^^_f by alledging that it had entered into the 

League at the Will of the Pontiff, who 

had at that tiaie the Command of it, and

proceeded no further, becaufe they had no 

Commiflion but only to make a Report of 

ivhat fhould be propofed to them, and had 

exprefs Orders from the Republic ^ not to 

hearken to any Treaty with the Pontiff, 

and to vifit his other Legates^ but not the 

Cardinal Je Medici. 

They were anfwered by the Great 
the Great Chancellor, newly eleded Cardinal, that 
Chancel- \i ^as neceffary for them to fatisfy the 
Pontiff; and, when they complained of 
the Injuflice of that Demand, he an- 
fwered, that the City, by confederating 
with ^he Enemies of CaJaVy and fending 
Troops to fight againft him, had forfeited 
its Privileges, and was devolved to the 
Empire, for which Reafon Cafar might 
difpofe of it at his Pleafijre. At lafl it was 
intimated to them, in the Name of Cafar^ 
that they muft procure a Commiffion tm* 
powering them to make a Convention alio 

with 
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with the Pontiff, after which the Differ- ^ ^• 
ences between the P9pe and thein would (^J^^^ 
be taken into Confideration, for before 
thefe were compounded Cafar would not 
treat with them about his own Concerns- 
They fent a very ample CommiiHon to 
make an Agreement with Cafar ^ but not 
with the PontiiF. Wherefore when Cafar ^ 
who left Genoa on the 30th of Augufi^ wa9 
arrived at PiacenzayXht AmbafTadors, who 
followed him, were not admitted into 
Piacenza^ becaufe it was known that they 
were not provided with a Commiffion in

Thus Affairs remained without an Ac* 
commodationv and Cafar had alfo, after 
a. rough Reception, difjtiifled the Ambai^ 
fadors of the Duke of Ferrara^ though, 
returning afterwards with new Inftrudtions, 
and, perhaps, with new Favours, thty c^farwtA 
were admitted. He alfo fent Nafau Ato.J^J*yJj»8

Band of A£Bnity with a new Alliance, and 
to receive the Ratification of the Peaces 
Osi the &me Affairs the King d^fo dif^ 

patched 
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A. D. patched the Admiral to Cafar, and remitw 
^J^^^ted Money to RenzodaCeri^ to enable him 
to remove with all his Troops out of Pu-^ 
^/rtf, whither he was alfo preparing to fend 
Twelve Gallies under Filippino Doria 
againft the Venetians^ againft whom Cajar 
fcnt Andrea Doria with a Fleet of Thirty- 
feven Gallies. The King, however, ima- 
gining that the Recovery of his Children 
would be more certain if Ccefar had fome 
pifEciilties left to ftruggle with in Italy^ 
gave various Hopes to the Confederates'; 
^nd to the Florentines^ in particular, he 
promifed to ifepd the Admiral privately 
with Money ; not that he had it really in 
\ivi Thoughts to aflift either them or the 
others, but that they might perfift with 
greater Reluftancy to s^gree with Cafar. . 

In the mean time a Negotiation of 
Peace was continually carrying on between 
Cafar and the Duke of Milan, by the 
Mediation of the Protonotary Caracciolo, 
who went to and fro between Cremona and 
Piacenxa. It appearing ftrange to Cafar 
thzt the Duke put lefs Confidence in him 
tb»n he had believed^ and the Duke> on 

the 
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the other hand, hardly prevailing with 
himfelf to truft him, an Expedient was 
propofed that Alexandria and Favia (hould 
be put into the Pope's Hands till the 
Duke's Caufe was tried. To this Cafar 
would by no means confent, becaufe he 
thought the Duke unable to reiift his 
Forces, and fo much the more as Antmio « 
da Leva was come to Piacenza^ and, as he 
was an Enemy to Idlenefs and Peace, had ' 
perfuaded him by many Reafons to War. 
Qe/ar therefore gave him Orders to under- 
take the Siege of Pavia^ defigning alfoC>Ar«iB 
that at the fame time General Felix^ who^itli the 
had advanced with a frefh Body of Crerman^^ ^ 
JFoot, and with Horfe and Artillery to^rmtiMt.

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By this time the War was greatly , 
kindled in Tufcany ; for the Prince of 
Orange^ as foon as he hajl taken Spelle^ 
and the Marquis del GuaftOy who followed 
Jiim with the Spanijh Foot^ began to ap- 
' proach his Army, proceeded to the Bridge 
of San Janni near Perugia on the Tiber, 
where he was joined by the Spaniards. 
In Perugia were Three Thoufand Foot of 
the Florentines \ and the Prince had, be- 
fore he invefted Spelle^ fent a trufty Mef- 
fenger to Perugia to perfuade Malatefia to 
fubmit to the Will of the Pontiff, who, to 
bring the City of Perugia in fome mea- 
fure under Subjection to himfelf, and out 
of a Defire that the Army (hould proceed ' 
forwards, offered Malatefia^ if he would Pope's Of- 
evaeUate Perugia, to prefcf ve his Eflate/*^^^^' 
and Efiedts for him, to confent that he 
ihould freely go to the Defence of the 
Florentines, and to be boupd that Braccio 
and Sforza Baglimiy and the other Ene- 
mies of his fhould not re-enter Perugia. 
And though Malatefia had declared that 
he would not accept of any Conditions 
without the Confent of the Florentines^

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yet he continually gave Ear to the Mcf- 
fagcs of the Prince, who, after the Ac- 
quiiition of Spelle^ plyed him with warmer 
Inflances. 



Malatesta. communicated the Af-

for his ac- out doubt Vs a Compofition, becaufe he 
Sm!' ^^^ apprehen^fivc of the final Event, and> 
perhaps, that the Florentines would not 
continue to afTord him all the AfQftance 
that he defired 3 and fuppofing he was to 
make an Agreement, he could not hope 
to agree on better Conditions than thofe 
ii^iich were propofed to him, and muft 
think it much better that, without of- 
fending the Ponjtiff, and giving him Caufe 
to deprive him of his CJdcSis and Eftates, 
which were preferved for him, he fhould 
keep his Poft with the Florentines^ th^n,- 
by taking upon him to defend himfelf^ to 
put his State in Danger, and to make 
himfelf hated by his Friends, and by the 
whole Town.

This it was impoflible for them to do 
Without unfarnifhing all the Towns, and 
yet the Poft was fo weak that it would be 
neceflary to abandon it at every Movement 
of the Enemy.

* Thus on the 1 2?th of 5^//^;7?*^r the Troops 

Floren- ^^ ^^ Fbrentwes marched out of Perugia, 
4ines evt-and making extraordinary Speed arrived 
t»g^a. ' th^ fame Day at Cortonahy the Way of the 
Mountains, which is long and difficult, 
but fecure. In this Manner was all the 
War reduced within the Dominionsof the 
Florentines J to whom, though the Venetians 
and the Duke of Urbino had given Hopes 
of fending them Three Thoufand Foot, 
which, on Sufpicion of the March of the 
Prince towards thofe Parts, they had or* 
dered into the ^Wof UrbinOy ytty as they 
were unwilling ^to difpleafe the Pontiff, 
the Promife was not made good ; onlythe 
Venetians gave Money to the Commiflary 
Cajirocaro to pay Two Hundred Foot: 
And yet, though that Senate, and the 
Duke of Ferrara were continually treating 
of an Accommodation with Cafar^ they 
encouraged the Fhrentines to defend them- 
ielves^ that the Difficulty of fubduing

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ifaem might render him more inclinable ^' ^• 
to compound with them on eafy Terms, u- v^ 

The Florentines had formed two prin- 
cijjal Defignsj one was, to procure the fign, of 
Army tt> be fo much retarded in proceed- ^*^c Ko^ 
ing forwards as to give them Time cnoughaborSvc; 
to fortify their City, to the Walls of which 
they expeftcd that the War would at laft 
be reduced ; the other, to feck by all 
means to pacify the Indignation of Cafar^ 
even by making an Agreement with the 
Pontiff, provided that no Alteration was 
made in the Form of Liberty, and of the 
popular Government- With thcfe Views 
they had, before the Exclufion of their 
Ambaffadors, fentaPcrfon to the Prince 
of Orange^ and chofen Ambaffadors to the 
Pontiff, infifting, when they notified to 
him the Eiedtion, on his procuring a Stop 
to the March of the Army till their Ar- 
rival I which he r«fufed« 

The Prince therefore -advancing (ot-OrMgi 
wards planted a Battery againft and ftormed*^^««^«»

]&ot be takeO) the Gonfalonier^ who was 
obflinate in the contrary Opinion, oppoied 
it, a,nd being joined by the popular Magi'- 
ilracy ot the Colleges, which participated 
of the Authority of the Tribunes of the 
common People of Rom^ in which hap- 
pened to be many Perfons of evil Difpofi- 
tions, and of greatTen^rity and Infolence, 
be prevailed fo fyxy being fupported alfo in 
his Opinion by the Incitements and Mena- 
ces of a Multitude of the Youth, that no- 
thing was determined for this, Pay.

by a vaft Number of .Hands, were fo far 
advanced, that, before Orange moved 
from that Camp, the Fortifications were 
judged by the Officers" to be in a State of 
Defence. Hence all inclination to an Agree- 
ment ceafing, the City became obftinately 
bent on defending itfelf; it happening alfo, 
for a further Security to their Hopes, that 
RamazzottOy who had brought with him a 
Rabble of Pcafants without Money, and 
without Pay, and was come with a Dif- 
pofition not to fight but to rob, as foon 
as he had plundered all the MugeUoy 
retired with his Booty into the Bolognefey 
where he difmiffed all hisTroops, who had 
fold him the greateft Part of their Plunder. 
Thus inftead of an eafy War, and what 
would have been finiflicd with fmall Da- 
mage to any one, tfiere refulted* a moil 
grievous and moft pernicious War, which 
could not be finifhed but by the Deftruc- 
tion of all the Country, and reducing the 
City to the Brink of utter Dcfolation.

^*tfd ^^^ *^^^^ Army, which had prefentcd 
from *r/J*felf, with the Pcrfon of the Sultan, be- 
"**• fore Vienna^ that had a very ftrcMig Gar- 
rifon of German Foot, had not only given 
feveral AfTaults in vain, but were rcpulfcd 
with very great Slaughter. Hence dcfpair- 
ingofConqueft,and efpecially becaufe they 
had no heavy Cannon for Battery, and 
being alfo pinched by the Weather, which 
IS very fharp in thofe CountrieSj it being 
the Month of OSlober^ they broke up the 
Siege, and retired, not to fome neighbour- 
ing Quarters, but towards CmJtantino^k> 
a March of Three Months. 

C-ffiSAR therefore finding himfclf fecure 
from all Apprehenfions on that Side, whidi 
had before inclined him, notwithflanding

to acquire the Statie of Milan fince the 
new Alliance which Francefco Sforza had 
made with the Venetians^ and further alfo 
that he had involved himfelf in vafl Ex- 
pences for maintaining fo many Troops as 
he had brought out of Spain zndGermany^ 
l^e abated of his former Stiffnefs. ' And be 
M 3 . waa 
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A> D. was much the more pliable, becaufe foW 
Jicited by his Brother to pal's into Germany^ 
on account of the Tumults of the Lutbe^ 
rans, and of other Signs of Innovations; 
which appeared in that Country, whither it 
wasalfp probable theTttri:y would fomctime 
return. For it was very well known that 
Solymany when he broke up frona Vienna^ 
fired with Shame and Indignation^' had 
fworn that he would foon return with ^ 
much greater Force. It appearing alfo to 
Cc^far not only unfaf^:^ but hardly honour-^ 
able to depart out of Baly^ and leave 
Things imperfc^/ he began to incline hisj 
Mind, not only to make an Agreement 
with the Venetians^ but alio to pardon 
francefco SforzCy for which the Pontiff 
made great Infbnce;, being defirpus of 
vniverfal Quiet, and tl^at Ccefar finding 
himfelf difengaged frona othef Entcrprifcs 
might turn all hi§ ArmsagainftFAnw^. 

What ftuck with Cajkr more than 
pny Thing clfe was, that he fancied it 
would not be for his Dignity to have it 
believed thath? was induced in a manner 
by Ncceffity to pardon Franctfcp ^fonui ;

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And Antonio da Leva^ who attended him 
in Bologna, made all pofliblc Inftanccs 
with him to take fome other Refolution 
concerning that St^te, propofing fome 
umesjilefandro the Pope's Nephew, fome- 
times others.

within Ten Years, that is Fifty Thoufand 
with every Year, C^efar keeping Poffeffion of •

alfo die Inveftiture, or confirmed that 
which had been given him before. To fa- 
tisfy the PaymehtSj and to make Prefent^ 
to the great Men about Cafar^ Sforza laid 
very heavy Taxes on the City of Milan^ 
and .on die whole Dutchy, dio' the Peo- 
ple vwre exhaufted by die long and cruel 
Wars, and by Famine and Peftilence.

Five ThoufancJ Ducats within the next 
jenfuing Month, and Twenty Five Thou- 
fand each Year afterwards, but pn Condi- 
tion that their Places (hould be reftored to 
them within oi^e Year, if tfiey ihould not 
be reftored accordmg to the Tenor of the 
faid Peace, or the Differences adjufted by 
$X)mmon Arbitrators. They were to pay

,both Sides, and no Receptaclie was jto be 
given to Pirates, to the Djfturbance of any 
of the Parties. It (hail be lawful for the 
Venetiflfis to continue in the peaceful Pof- 
feffion of all that they hold. Thty fhall 
reftore all thofe who have been declared 
Jlebels, on account of their Adherence to 
'Maximilian^ to Coefar^ and to the King of 
Hungary^ down to the Year 1523. But 
this Reftitution fhall not extend to Good^ 
confifcated. T^^^re fhall be between the 
faid Parties; not only a Peace, but a perpe-p 
tu^l Leagup dcfcnfiyc for the States oi Italy 
jjgainfl any Chriftiaxj Power. Cajar pro- 
mifes that the Duke of Mih^ ^^^ I^^^p 
continually onf opt in his State Five Hun- 
dred Men at Arms, Five If undfcd Light 
porfe, and Six Thoufand Foot, witji a 
good Tjrain of Artillery for the Defence 
of the Venetians^ who fHall do the fame

this Treaty fhall be comprehended thefc 
whom all the nominated, or to be no- 
minated, fhall recommend, tho' with no 
further Obligation to the Venetians for De- 
fence. If the Duke of Ferrara fhall 
agree with the Pontiff and Cafar/it is in- - 
tended that he fhall be included in this 
Confederacy. 

In execution of this Convention Ciefar 
reflored Milan^ and the whole Dutchy to 
Francefco Sforza^ and removed all the 
Soldiers, except thofe that were neceffary 
for the Guard of the Cityi which he af- 
terwards reflored alfo at the Time agreed, 
and the Venetians reflored to thePontifFthe 
Towns of Romagna^ and to Cafar the 
Places which they held in Puglia.

Skirmish, in which the Befiegers received 
a conlideraUe Lois; On the 25th

Ste^ 
fano pafled the Trenches, and killed vaznj^ 
of the Enemy, but the reft in the mean 
time getting in Order, made a refolute 
Defences and Stefano^ wounded in the 
Mouth, and in the privy Member, tho' 
but flightly, retired, not daring to tany 
long for fear of Succours, and grievoufly 
complaining of Malatefia for not iecond-f , 
inghim.

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Tae Dearth of Provifioos iocrealed in 
Florence^ which no longer received Sup- 
plies from any Carter, and yet the Obfti^ 
jaacy of diePeople wasoot at all dinuniihed; 
and Ferruccip being come from Vokerna 
to Pifa^ and aiOembUng as^ many Troops 
as poiiible> all the Hopes of the Fkret^ 
tims refted on his Arrival.

for his Security, having communicated 
Affairs to the Cardinals appointed to the 
Difcuffion of this Matter, who were alfo 
themfelves afraid of the Coneftion of a 
His An- Council, he anfwered by fhewing many 
Emperor. Reafons why it was not a proper Time to

Title of Mojl Chriftian, he held Intelli* 
gence with the Prince of the Turks^ in^g^ , 
order to provoke him againft Cafar^ to-dtettfae* 
wards whom he was ufually ill-diTpofed, ^^'^^ 
1)oth by his natural Hatred to (he Chriftian Impoor. 
Name, and on account of the Contro- 
verfy which he had with his Brother, who 
was contending for the Kingdom of Hunr 
gory with the Vaivod, whom Solyman 
had taken under his Protection, and alfp 
becaufe the Greatnefs of C^ar began to 
give Umbrage to the Turk himfelf. 

At this time the Imperial Generals Afidn of 
decamped with the Army from the Ter-^*'**' 
ritory of SienA, to march for Piedmont, 
having, to the Pope's SatisfaSion, reftorcd 
thofc of the Monte del Nove to the En- 
joyment of their Country and Eftatcis Tn 
Siena, without altering the Form of Go- 
vernment, and left in the Place,, for their

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A. D. Security^ a Garrifon of 300 Spanijh Foot, 
I dependent on the Duke of Malfi^ who, 
for want of knowing how to preferve his 
Authority, foon fuffered A£fairs there to 
run into the fame Diforders, fo that they 
who had been reftored removed them- 
selves again out of Fear. 

C^sAR alfo now declared the Form of 
Government of Florence '^y diflembling 
that Part of the Authority granted him, 
which was limited by the Salvo of Liberty ; 
for^ according to the very Infltu<Sdons which 
the Pope had fent him, he pronounced that 
Bedanti-the City fhould be governed by the fame 
MOO ^Magiftrates, and after the fahie Manner, 
ncntof by which it ufed to be governed in Times 
fhtmi. when the Medici held it ; and that -rf/^ 
andro^ who was the Pontiff's Nephew, 
and his Qwn Son-in-law, fhould be the 
Head of the Government, and, in De- 
fault of Iffue, fhould be fucceeded one 
after another by the Children, DefciSnd- 
cnts, and Nearefl of the fame Family.

of the Bifhop of Vaftme^ his Nuncio, to 
whom he had hot failed to fignify his

But the EfFeds proved very unequal to 
the Fame and Terror ; for Solyman having 
entered Hungary late in the Year, not be- 
ing able to arrive there fooner on stecount 
of the Vaftnefs of th^iPreparations, and 
of the Length of the March, proceeded 
not with his Army dircftly towards Q^far^ 
but, after making only a Show of War, 
and a great Incurfion, returned to Con^ 
ftantinople.

The Pontiff was not pleafed with ^Yj^i^

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Naples y and Ccefar was highly dcfirous ^ ^* 
that they fhould bp alio obliged to die.^^lij^ 
Defence of Genoa^ where it was appre- 
hended that, if a War fliould break 
out, the French would be apt to make the 
firft Attack, becaufe they pretended, on 
account of Rights and particular Interefts, 
they HMght lawfully do it without in- 
fringing the Treaties oi Madrid 2xA Cam-- 
briiy. 

The Senate refufed their Cohfent toseaiitc re^^ 
enter into a new Gonfederacy^ or to en-'**^*** 
large the Obligations of the prefcitf, to 
the great Indignation of Cafar^ tho' d^ey 
decfared that they would inviolably ob- 
ferve this Alliance. Cpefar however in- 
fifted the more earneftly with the Pope, 
refuting the Reafons which were alledged 
on his Part to the contrary, fo that been-, 
tercd into a Debate on the Articles oif the 
Confederacy, and all the Potentates of 
Italy were invited to fend Ambaffadors to 
^ift at the Negotiation, and foUicited to 
enter into the Confederacy, by contributing 
their Quota, in cafe of a War, according 
to their refpedtive Forces and Abilities, 

None 
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A. D. None of the Powers made any Diffi^ 
^Jl^^cnlty of complying, only every one en- 
^uke of deavoured to Ughten what was demanded 
^"^^^ of him for Contribution. Alfonfo da EHe 
alone declared that he could not enter into 
a League for defending the States of 
others^ if he were not firft fecured of his 
own ; for with what Confiftency could he 
keep himfelf on his Guard agamft thePon«- 
tiff, and enter into a League with him? 
And how was it pofiible for him to con^^ 
tribute with his Money to the Defence of 
Milan and Ge9ioaj if he was neceflitated 
to be at continual Expences for maintain- 
ing Garriibns in Modena and Reggio, and 
alfo for the Securi^ of Fifrr^riJ ? 

This Demand occafioned a new Ne*- 
gotiation for an Agreement between jil-- 
fonfo and the Pope, who being very averfc 
to it, and yet unwilling to (hew himfelf 
thus openly inexorable to the Inftances of 
Cafar^ propofed inexplicable Cpnditions, 
declaring that if he muft be obliged to 
leave Modena and Reggie to Atfonfo^ fince 
otherwife there could be no Agreement, 
it was his Will he ihould acknowledge 

that 
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thit he held diem as Fiefs of the Apofto- 
lic See. This being impradicable, fo as\ 
to be valid in Law, without the Confent 
of the Eledors and Princes of the Em- 
pire, plunged Cafar in a Difficulty which 
had no liTue. Wherefore he was content 
to intreat the Pontiff to enter into an Ob- 
ligation not to attack the State poflefled 
by Alfonfoy at leaft during the League* 
At length, after many Diiputes, the 
Pontiff confented to fecure it for eighteen 
Months, and fo at h& followed the Con-* 
clufion of the League, which was flipu-Lesgne 
lated on the Feflival of St. Matthias, z'Sf'^ 
Day fo fortunate to Ccefar. 

The Confederacy contained an Obli* 
gation of Cafar, of the King of the ^^-Artidcs;

inci at 20,000, the Duke of Milan si 
lOyQOo^th^Duke of Ferrara 1200Q, the 
Gmoeffi 6qoo,, the Senefe aooo> afid 
the Luccheje 1000. And that proper 
iProvifion might be made againft any 
fudden Attsick, till fuch tinw as a De^ 
fence might be made by means of 
the fcvefal* Contributions, there >was to be 
depofued at prcfent a Sum of Money 
nearly equal to the Contributions, which 
was not to be expended until Pre- 
parations were manifeftly in readinefs for 
invading Italy. A fmall annual .Contri- 
butioa was alfo appointed for maintaining 
the Generals who remained in Italy^ and 
to pay certain Penfions to the S^wifs^ that 
they might have no Caufc to furnifh the' 
King of France with Foot, And Jnta^ 
nio da Leva w2ls^ by common Confent^ 
declared Captain General of the whole 
League, with Orders to refide in the 
Dutchy of Milan. 

As 
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As to the Council, nothing was con- 
cluded to the Satisfaftion of Cafar^ who^op« ^«- 

•^ fufes to 

infifted that the Pope fhould give im-intimate a 
mediate Intimation of it; but he re-^^°*'*J 
fufed,. alledging that in the prefent evil 
Difpofition of Minds, it was to be feared^ 
a CQuncil would be rejeded by the Kings 
of France, and England. And if it (hould 
be held without them, there could b« 
nothing efFefted towards a Union or 
Reformation of the Church, but it was 
very much to be apprehended that it 
would give Occafion to a Schifm ; he was 
content however to fend Nuncios to all 
the Princes, to incite thetn to fo holy a 
Work. Cafar then replying What if 
thefe Princes fhould diffent without juft 
Caufe, and defiring that in fuch a Cafe 
the Pontiff fhould promife him to in- 
timate it, he could by no means difpofe 
him to it 3 fb that the Nuncios were de- 
puted and fent, but with fmall Hopes of 
bringing the Point to a Conclufion . 

But Cafar remained alfo no lefs dif- 
fatisfied with the Treaty of Affinity ; for 
VoL.X. Q_ the^ 
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the two Cardinals deputed from the 
I King of France being arrived at Bologna^ 
and a Negotiatic»i again fet on foot of an 
{JrHtgc Affinity with the fccond Son of that, 
cf Ca- King, the Pontiff replied to that of the 
'm^L ^^^« ^^ ^^ propofed by Cafar, that 
fince the King had long before made an 
Overture to him and Cafar of the Ma-* 
trimony of his Son, and that he had 
hearkned to &e PxopGfal with Ca^fa/^ 
Confent, who at that Time £hewed him- 
felf not at all uneafy about it, he 
thought tt too great an Injury to the 
King of France if, while the Treaty was 
depending, he (hould marry his Niece to 
one who was dieXing's Enemy : That he 
believed this Negotiation to be artfully fet 
on foot by the King, with a Defign to 
amufe him, and not with an Intention to 
conclude any diing, there being fo great 
a Difparity of Rank and Condition; 
but that, if the Treaty was not firft 
wholly broken off, he would not offer &i 
great an Afiiront to the King. And Ccefin^^ 
not being able to perfuade himfelf that 
the King of France would chufe fo un- 
equal a Match for one of his Sons, ad<» 

vifed 
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Vifed the PopCi in order to be convinced 
of the King's Diifimulationj to infift with 
the two Cardinals on their prbcuring a 
Comnuinon enabling them to make the 
Contraaii This they fhewed theoifelves 
very ready to do, and in a very few Days 
had 6m trtofmitted tb them, drawn in t. 
very ahlple Form and Manner;

inulation and Negotiations, when he was 

pot over-ridden by Fear, had pretended 

%o them that the Conclulion of the Leagii? 

had procured the difbanding of the Spa^ 

nijh Army, which did a greater Service 

to the King of France than contra^ing 

cufc! hfi *^^ Confederacy did him a Prejudice, 

Confcde- efpccialiy fince between the Obligations 

^*^^* and Obfervance and Execution might 

^ poffibly arife many Difficulties, and divers 

Jmpediraents. 

The Sfegotiations then begun between 
the Pontiff and the King of France were 
continued ; and the King, to do himfelf 
Honour, and, more out of Ambition 
than for any pth» Reafon, defirotjs of the 

Po|)e> 
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Pope's coming to Nizzay promifed, in 
order to draw him thither, not to foUicit 
him about a Confederacy, nor feek to 
draw him into a War, or caufe him to 
deviate from the Paths of Juftice in the 
Caufe of the King of England^ nor re- 
queft of him a new Creation of Cardi- 
nals. He was alfo not a little ftimulated to 
this Step by the King of England^ who, ha- 
ving privately got his Miftrcfs with Child, 
had, in order to conceal the Reproach 
before it was publifhed, folemnly con- 
traded Matrimony with her, and having ^^»fjf 
not long after had a Daughter by her,]^^^^^'^ 
had, in prqudice of the Daughter by^n^^htt* 
the firft Wife, declared her Princefs of ?/"ii7 
the Kingdom of £^^/^:iw^; a Title given ^«^^^»* 
to thofc who are next in Succeffion to the 
Crown.

and fo conftitute between them a kind of 

Triumvirate, which fhould give Laws tp 

the Affairs of Italy. 

The Pope's Voyage was at laft con^ 
eluded, tho' not to Nizza^ becaufe the 
Duke of Savoyy that he might not diA 
pleafe Cafary made a Difficulty of ac^- 
commodadng him with the Caftle, but 
to Marfeilles ; a Circun?ft^nce greatly dcr 
fix-ed by the King, becaufe it was n>uch 
more for his Honour to draw him to an 
Interview with him in his own Kingdom, 
and not ungrateful to the Pontiff, who 
was willing to faticfy- the King rather with 
Shows, and by pleafing his Ambition, 
than by re^l Effedts^ The Pontiff la- 
boured to perfuade every one that he 
went to this Interview principally* to efta- 
. \>\\ih the Peace, to treat of an Expedition 

againi^ 
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^gainft the Infidels, to reduce the King of ^- ^• 
England to the right Way, and in fliort(^^,y^ 
purely for the con^mon Intercfts. But 
unable to diffemble the true Motive, he 
fent to Nizzay before he took his Paffage, 
his Niece on board tfee Gallies which the 
King of France had dilpatphed with the 
Duke of Albany^ Uncle to the young 
Maiden, to fetch her off. This Fleet, 
^fter leaving the Girl at Nizza^ returned 
to the Port of Pifa^ and on the fourth of 
OBober took on board the Pontiff, with a 
good Number of Cardinals, and after a 
pretty prolperous Voyage landed him in 
a few Days at Marfeillesy where, after he J"*^JJ^ 
had made his folemn Entry, the King of Pope and 
France alf® publicly entered, having be- 1*"5^^^ 
fore paid him a Vifit by Night. Mar/eiUef 

They were lodged in the fame Palace, 
and made extraordinary Shows of mu- 
tual Love and Affeiftion j and the King, 
being wholly intent on gaining hss Heart, 
requeftcd him to caufe his Niece to come 
to Marfeilles. Nothing could be more 
acceptable to the Pontiff, who did not 
foUicit it himfelf, becaufe he would ihew

As foon as the Maiden ar- 
rived die Wedding was celebrated, and 
Catirimi ^^ Matrimony almoft immediately con-

cottd spn Affairs with the King himfelf, and with 
^''^'^'^''confummate Art, entirely gained bis Con« 
fidence and Affection, iho\ contrary to 
what many believed, and what Cafar 
imagined, no Convention was fettled be- 
tween themt 

True it is that the Pope always ihewed 
a Propcnfcnefs to wifh tiiat the State of 
Mian might be acquired for the Duke of 
Orleans y the Hufband of his Niece, which 
would be highly acceptable to the King 
on account of his Hatred and Indignatioa 
againfi Cafar^ but much more becaufe, 
by putting Orleans in Poffeffion of tha^ 
State, he imagined that he fhould extin- 
guifli the Caufes of Contention between 
hid Sons after his Death, which other- 
wife, itwas to be feared, would arife on 
account of the Dutchy of Bretany^ which 
the King had the Year before annexed to

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the Crown of Ftance, contrary to the *• p- 
Convention made by King Lewis with^/vvJ 
thofe People, who were induced to con-^''''*^ 
fent rather by the Royal Authority thznto FrMa. 
by fpontaneous Will. 

The King alfo did not only obtain 
nothing of the Pope in favour of the 
Caufe of the King of England^ but,

tefting to him, and appealing from him, 
to a Council, (hewing his Indignation, 
he faid to the Pope that he (hould not be 
offended if he proceeded according to 
Juftice againft that Prince. 

NoTHiMO gave the Pope any Diftafte 
tfctpt that the King, more for the Satit- 
faction of thofe abont him than of him-* 
felf, requeited him to create three Car- 
dinals ; A thing very difagreeable to the 
pontiff, not only on account of the Qp- 
pofkion and Com{^nt of the Cafarean 
AmbaiTador, but becaufe it appeared a 
fatter of great Moment, tNiHh with rcf

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^- ^ fpedl to th? Eledtion of future Pontiife, 
y i^^ and to the Difobcdienccs that might poffi- 
bly arife in his Lifetime and afterwards 
by adding fo niany Cardinals to the French 
Nation, which had already fix. How- 
ever, as the Icffer Evil, he confentcd to 
this Demand, and befides thefe three he 
' created alfo a Brother of the Duke of 
^bnnyy to whom he had before pro- 
mifed that Dignity* 

In all other Matters there reigned be« 

between them the greateft Confidence and 

Satisfaction, and the King of France 

having communicated to the Pontiff many 

of his Counfels, and particularly the De^ 

fign which he had formed to excite

But he enjoyed the Favour of Fortune 
but a very few Months, having already 
prefaged in his Mind what would be the 
future Event ; for we are afTured that al-

The Pope in the Beginning ef Sunt^ 

mer was afFe^ed with Paina of the Sto« 

mach, to which a Fever fuperveningi h« 

laboured a long Time under that and 

other Symptoms, fometimes feemifig re« 

duced to the Point of Death, and ibme** 

times cheered up and revived fo as to give 

Hopes to others, but not to himfelf, o^ 

his Recovery. During his Si^knefs tfao 

Duke of JFirtembergy with the Affiftancc 

' of the Landgrave of Hfjfe and odier 

H^himl Princes, and fupplied with MoDcy by the 

hrg n' King of FrMce^ recovered the Datchy of 

DttSr"'*"^^^ whiqh wt» ia PoOoffiioo ol 

the 
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the King of the Romans^ with whom, ^ D. 
out of Fear of greater Combuftions, the Ji^w 
Princes came to a Compofition, contrary 
to the Will of the King of France^ who 
expected that Cafar^ by this Movemrnt> 
would be invdved in a long and difficult 
War, or, perhaps, that the vi^ftorious 
Arms of the Confederate would make a 
DefcoEit and Invafion into the Dutchy of 
Milan. 

At this Jun^ure alfo Barhrofa^ be^ 
come a Bai&j and Cafrtain General of

This Difafter was unknown to the

lcaying«^S/ViL 
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leaving in the Caftlc of Sant* Angeld 
abundance of Jewels, and in the Apo- 
lical Chamber a Multiplicity of Offices^ 
but, contrary to the univerfal Opinion, a 
very fmall Quantity of Money. 

This Pope was exalted from a low 
Degree with wonderful Felicity to the 
Pontificate, but in it he experienced a 
great Variety of Fortune, tho', upon the 
^^ud B^a'^ce, his bad Fortune greatly out- 
Charaa- weighed the good^ For whalt Felicity 
•'• can compare with the Infelicity of his 
Imprifonment, his having feen the Sack- 
age of Rome with fuch horrible Ravages, 
and his being the Caufe of fo great a 
Ruin to his own Country ? He died hated 
by the Court, fufpedled by the Princes, 
and with the Character of being rather of 
a morofe and difagreeable than of a plea- 
fant and affable Temper, being reputed 
avaricious, hardly to be trailed, and na- 
turally averfe from doing a Kindnefs. 
Wherefore, tho' in his Pontificate he 
created one and thirty Cardinals, he cre- 
ated not one for his own Satisfad:ion, but, 
en the contrary, was always in a manner 

neceffitatcd 
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ncccflitated to it, except the Cardinal de' ^* ^^ 
Mediciy whom be created rather at the^..4^Iij 
SoUicitations of others, than of his own 
Ipontaneous Choice, at a Time when he 
laboured under a dangerous Diforderi 
and if he had died would have lefk thofe 
who belonged to him Beggars, and defU^ 
tute of all Relief. He tvas however very 
grave and circumfpeA in his Adrions^ 
liitich Mafter of himfelf, and cif a very 
great Capacity, if Timidity had not fre^ 
quendy corrupted his Judgment. ' 

As foon as he was dead the Cardinals, 
fhutting themfelyes up the fame Night in 
the Conclave, unahimoufly chofe for So-^ . 
vereign Pontiff Alejfandro of the Family of PW 
of Farnefe^ a Rman by Birth, ' and the"'* 
oldeft Cardinal of the Court, conforming 
their Votes to the Judgment and almoft 
laftances which Clement had made in his 
Behalf, as a Perfon worthy to be pro- 
moted to fo great a Dignity before ail 
others, a Man adorned with Learning, 
and of an unfpotted Charader, And the 
Cardinals concurred the more willingly in 
eleding himj becaufe he was now in the

Thb RofMrt PoDtifFs, the firft c^ whom 

Primitive was the Apcftlie F^^en tbei^ Authority 

J»J^^^^^bcing fourtded by Jefus Chrfft in fpiritual 

Poniiffa. Affairs, abounding in Charity, Humility, 

Patience, in th^ Spirit, ahd in Mificles, 

were, in their Beginning, not only defti- 

tute of temporal Power, but, being per- 

fecuted by it, remained for many Years in 

a State of Obfcurity, and were in a man- 

'^ncr unknown, nothing more contributing 

to make their -Names known than the 

Punishments which they, together with 

their Followers, equally fuftained. Where-* 

fore, tho*, on account of the innumerable 

Multitude, and of the diflferent Nations' 

and Profipffions that were in ftomty their 

Progrefs 
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Progrefs fonnictimes met with little Atten- 
tion, anci fqmc of the Emperors did not 
perfecute them unlefs fo far ^s it appeared 
that their public Adlions cquld not be paflecj 
over in Silence, yet fome others, either 
out of Cruelty, or Pevotion to their own 
Gods, perfecuted them in an atrocious 
Manner, as Inducers of new Superftitions^ 
and Dcftroyers of. the true Religion. 

In this State they continu-^-l, being very 
famous for voluntary Poverty, for Sandi- 
ty of Life, and for Martyrdom, till Pope 
Syhelier^ in whpfc Time Conftantine the 
Emperor having received the Chriftiaa 
Faith, induced by the extraordinary Ho-^ 
linefs of Manners, ^nd by the Miracles how tti 
which were continually qbferved of thofe"^^*^* 
who profefled jhe Name of Chrift, the 
Pontiffs lived fecure from the Dangers to 
which they bad been cxpofed for about 
300 Years, and were allowed the public 
Exercife of divine Worfliip after the 
Chriftian Rites. Hence, out of Reverence 
to their Mapners, and from the holy Pre^ 
cepts containing in t^emfelves our Re-** 
ligion, and from the ready Difppfition of 
R 4 Men, 
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Men, either out of Ambition for the moft 
part, or out of Fear, to follow the Ex- 
ample of their Prince, the ChriftiaQ 
Name began to fpread itfelf wonderfully 
every where, and together with it the Po- 
verty of the Clergy to diminifh. For 
Conftanfine having built in Rome the 
Churches of St. yobn Lateran^ St. Peter 
in the Vatican^ St. Paufs^ and many 
others in different Places, not oply en* 
dowcd them with rich Veflels and Orna- 
ttients^ but alfo with Poffeffions and other 
Revenues to prefefve and reftore them, 
and for the Buildings, and fpr the Support 
of thofe who perforated diyine Service ia 
them. And many afterwards fuccefljvely 
in future Times, perfuading themfelves 
that by Alms and Legacies to the Churches 
they fhould facilitate to themfelves the Acr 
quifition of the Kingdom of Heaven, 
cither built or endowed other Churches, 
ordifpenfcd Part of their Riches to thofe 
already built 5 and moreover, either by 
Law, or from antient Cuftom, following 
the Example of the Old Teftament, every 
one paid the tenth Part of the Fruits of his 
own Eftate to the Churches, the People 

putting 
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putting thcmfelvcs forward on thofcWorks ^* ^• 
with great Ardor, becaufe at the Begin- u-^y-w 
fling the Clergy, except what was necef«- 
(ary for their own very moderate Sufte** 
nance, beftowed all the reft, partly in the 
Buildings and Ornaments of the Churches, 
and partly in Works of Mercy and Cha- 
rity. And Pride and Ambftion not hav- 
ing as yet found an Entrance into their 
Breaft, the Bifhop of Rome was univer- 
faily acknowledged by Chriftians as Head^jg^ ^ 
of all the Churches, and of the vfhoXtium 
fpiritual Adminiftration, as SucceiTor of^^ 
the Apoftle Peter y and becaufe thatCity^Chi^dM: 
on account of its antient Dignity and 
Greatnefs, retained, as Head of the 
others, the Name and Majefty of the Em* 
pire, becaufe alfo from it was diiiufed the 
Chriftian Faith into the greateft Part of 
Europe, and Conftantiney being baptized 
by SyhefteTy had voluntarily acknow- 
ledged fuch an Authority in him and hit 
SucceiTors. 

It is reported that, befides all this, 
Conftantiney conftrained by the Circunii. 
ftances of the Wcftcrn Provinpcs to tran^ 

flat?' 
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A. D» flaie tbc Seat of the Empire tQ the City 
ijj^j^pf Byzantiumy called after his Name Cen- 
jtuntinQple^ bcftpwcd op the Jjeptiflfs the 
Domioion of Rome^ and of many ether 
Cities and Coujitrjes of Italy. This Re- 
pijirt^ tho* diligently promoted by the f«c- 
DoDfttion deeding Pontiffs, and by many believed 
X»^>V W tbcir Authority, is yet rcje<3:ed by the 
exploded, moft ajpproved Authors, and much more 
from the Evidence of the Thing itfelf ; 
fince it is very manifeft that at that Time, 
and long afterwards, Rom^ and all Italy 
was fubjed to the Empire, and goverAed 
by Magiftrates dep^ited by the tmperqrs. 
And there are not wanting fame, fuch is 
frequently the Obfcucity in Matters of 
fo great Antiquity, who explode all 
that is faid about Conjtantine and Syhefter^ 
afSrming that they lived in differcntTimesi 
but not pne denies that the Tranfl^- 
tion of the Seat of the Empire to Conftan^ 
tinopk was the firfl: Origin .of the Power 
of the Pontiffs, the Authority of the Em- 
perors in Italy being weakened in Procefs 
of Time by thdr continual Abfcnce, and 
by the Difficulties they met with in thf 
Eaft, the Roma^ People eftranginj; them- 

felvcs - 
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felvcs from the Emperors^ und therefore ^* ^- 
paying fo much the more Deference u»-v-^ 
to the Pppes, began to yjcld them, not 
Suhje<Stiony but a kind of ipontaneous 
Obedience* , 

Affairs however took fuch a Turn 
but flowly, on account of the Inundations 
of Goths and VandaU^ and other barba* ' 
rous Nations that over-ran Itah^ ; by thcfe 
Rome being feveral times taken and fack« 
ed, the Name of the Pontiff as to tem-^ 
poral Matters wa$^ obfcure and low, and 
the E^iperors had but very litde Autho- 
rity in Italy ^ after they had in fo fhame* 
fttl a manner left her a Prey to Barbari- 
ans. Among thefe Nations the Goths^ 
a People profeffing theChriftian Name, 
and deriving their firft Original from thq 
Parts of Hacia and Canary ^ continued 
in Power fcventy Years^ the Fury of the ^ 
others having fpent itfelf like a Torrent, 
TheG<?n&iWere at laft driven out oiltaiy by 
die Arms of the Emperors, and Italy began 
once more to be governed by Greek Magi-^ 
ftrates, the Chief of whom was called by aSJ e"' 
Greeklil^vQ.%ExanL^vi^r^iie^^ 

ft 
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J. D.very anticnt City, and at that Time very 
^ ^'^rich, and very populous, onaccoiintoftho 
Fertility of the Country, arid becaufe, iince 
the greatlncreafe it received from the pow- 
erful Fleet continually ftationed by Cajar 
jiugujius, and other Emperors, in the 
Port, which was almoft contiguous to it, 
and ncrw has no Appearance, it had been 
the Habitation of many Generals, and 
afterwards for a long time of Tbeochric 
King of the Gotbs and his Succeflbrs, 
who, taking Umbrage at the Power o( 
the Emperors, had chofen it rather than 
Rome for the Commodioufnefs of its Sea, 
which is nearer to Confiantinople. This 
Conveniency, tho', for a contrary Reaibuy 
the Exarchs afFeding made it their Refi- 
dence, putting in the Government of 
Rome and of other Cities of Italy particu- 
lar Magiftratcs under the Title oi Dukes. 
Hence the Name of the Exarchate of 
Ravenna had its Original, under which 
Name is comprehended all the Country 
which having no particular Dukes pai4 
Obedience immediately to the Exarch, 

At this Junfturc the Roman Pontiffs, 

wholly 
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whoUy diveftcd of temporal Power, and A. D. 
the Reverence paid them in SpirituakAji^^il^ 
much cooled by the Iniincerity of their 
Manners, ^ which now began to deviate 
from their native Simplicity, ftood under 
a kind of Subjedion to the Emperors, g^^ ^ 



without whofc Confirmation, or t|iat of^« 
their Exarchs, tho' elected by the Clergy a^er Ex« 
and Pepple of JSo/KT^, they durft not ex-*"*^* 
ercife or accept the Pontificate ; nay the 
JBifhops of Cmftantinople and Ravermay 
as the Seat of Religion. commonly fol- 
lows the Power of Empire, and Arms, 
oftentimes difputed the SuperioriQr with 
the Rman Biihop, 

But not long after the State of Affairs 
was altered; for the Lombardsy a very 
fierce Nation, invading Hafyy fcized 
on Gallia Gfalpina, which from beingJ^Yj^^" 
brought under their Empire took i^L$mimrds:

For fuch meritorious Benefits the 
Kii^ of France were celebrated and cx- 
TUnel alted by the Pontiffs, and obtained, the 
«^/g"\Title of moji Cbriftian Kings ; and after- 
'^* wards, in the Year 800 of our Redemp- 
tion, the Pontiff LeOy together with the 
Roman People, by no other Authority 
than that of the Pontiff, as Head of that 
People, eledled the fame Cbar/es Roman 
magiut^ Emperor, feparating alfo in Name this 
^^ Part of the Empire from the Emperors 
P«wr. ^j^^ refided at Conftantinopky as if Rome 
and the Weftcrn Provinces, having no 
Defence from them, had need to be de- 
fended by a Prince of their own. 
' f 

By this Diviiion the Conftantimpolitan 
Emperors were not deprived of the Ifland 
of Sicily y nor erf" that Part of Italy which 
extends from Naples to Manfredonia^ and 
Is bounded by the Sea, becaufe they had 
been continually under thofe Emperors.

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Nor did this Tranfa(ftion occafion any De- ^ o. 
rogation from the Cuftom of confirming (..i^^i!^ 
the Elcdtion of the PontiiFs by the iJo-EWHon 
man Emperors, by whofe Authority theconfoSi 
City of Rome was governed j on the con-gJ' ^* 
trary, the Pontiffs in their Bulls, Privi- ■'^"'"' 
leges, and Grants, exprefled the Date of 
the Writing in this Form of Words, in 
the Reign offucban En^eroTy our Lord, 

In this moderate either Subjedion 
or Dependence they continued as long 
as the Gourfe of Events gave them n© 
Spirit or Opportunity to take upon theih 
to be their own Matters : But the Power 
of the Emperors being on the Decline, 
firft by the Contentions which arofe be- 
tween the Defcendents themfelves of 
Charles the Great, while the Imperial 
Dignity refided among them, and after- 
wards by its Tranflation to the Ger/naH 
Princes, who were not fo powerful as the 
Succeffors of Obar/es had been through 
the Greatnefs of the Kingdom of France, 
the Pontiffsi and the Roman People, by 
whofe Magiftrates Rome beginj tlio' in a 
tumultuous Manner, to be governed, 

yot. X. S dero- 
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A^ D. atrogatirig in all things, as much as they 
ijijjj could, froln'die Jurifdiftion of the Etn- 
L»w *' . perors, cnafted a Law that the EleiMon 
?onfim"a- of Pontiffs ilhould no longer be neceflary 
^^* to bfe confirnied Ijy them. 

This Ordinance was diJlferently 6b- 
fcrved, according to the Variations in the 
Courfe of Afiairs, by ^hich the Impe- 
rial Power has been more or lefs exalted 
ordepreflcd. This Power being aug- 
mented after the Empire came into the 
Hands of the Of Bos ^ of SaxoTty, Gfe- 
Gregory ^ory V. a German by Nation, chofen Port- 
Vth'.De tiff by Favour of Of ho III. who was jiife- 
/avour of fent, being induced by the LoveofhisCouu- 
Germany, trymcu, and provoked by the Perfeciitions 
he had received from the Romans^ transfer- 
red by his Decree the Power of electing Ro^ 
man Emperors to the German Nation in 
that Form which is obferved down to our 
Times, forbidding the Eleft (in order to 
referve to the Pontiffe fome Preeminence) 
to affume the Title of Emperor ^ or Jft/- 
guliusj before they received the Crown of 
the Empire (whence was introduced thlr 
Coming to Rome to be crowned) and to

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ttfe no other Tide than that of King of the *• ^• 
Rsmam, or Cajat^ y^symA 

But tho O^t afterwards faiUng, amd 
the Po^zvcr lof the Emperors being dinu* 
BiA^, hecaq;^ the Empire did not cqo^ 
tinue hereditary in gDeat iCiogs» i^tUM^. 
openly withdrew ififidbf irom their <Mk?« 
dience, and qiany Ckks, d^udng i^e£iar 
pir£ of Gonrade the SMoktim^ rebelled^ 
and the Ponti£&, attentive to enlarge their 
own Authorky, ruled in a manner ^ 
tbrncy dio* frequently by the Xnfalenoe 
and Difcords of the People they met with 
snany Difficulties. To jrepreis .their Uor 
rulinefs they had kt^y, hy Favour of 
the Emperor JEZm;y IIv\vhD vm at KotmyCxtvXfxh 
tramfecrcd by Law the Autfeocity oP[^^^^^^ 
creating jaPootsf' to the Cardinalis alpne. . Cardinaii. 

: To tjiie Qreatnefs ,<rf' the Pontiffs fuc- 
xtseeded .a. npw Augiji^ntation ; for tb« 
'Normims^ the Firftof .whom was WHI^^m 
liiraamed Irw-Jrm^ haying i^furped Pug* 
,tia and Cakbria from the Qmftantmo^l'- 
Jmu Empirfi, Robert Gui^ard^ one of tbofe 
Ufnrpuis^ .fitter to fur^uihiumfelf with 
^ S 2 fome 
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^- ^fome Colour of Right, or to be better 
uj^^m/^cnablcd to defend himfelf againft thofc. 
Emperors, or for other Rcafons, reftored> 
as rightfully belonging to the Ecclefiaftic 
Jurifdidion, BenevetttOy and acknow- 
ledged the Dutchies of Puglid and Cala- 
hria in Fee of the Roman Church. His 
Example was followed by Roger y one of 
his Succeflbrs, who having driven tFili 
Ham of the fame Family out of the 
Dutchies of PugUa and Calahria, ;ind af- 
terwards feized on Sicily, acknowledged 
Napits ^^^^ ^^ Year 1 130, thofe Provinces in 
and 5ifi. Fee of the Church, under the Title of 
o/the ^^S of both Sicilies, one beyond, the 
Chnicfa. other on this Side, the Faro, the Pontiffs 
not refufing, out of Ambition, and for 
their own Profit, to aflifl and encourage 
Ufurpation and Violence in others* 

By thfcfe Rights, which were always 
capable of further fhetching, as human 
Defires know no Bounds, the Pon^ 
tiffs began to deprive fome of the Kings 
who (hewed themfelves contumacious, 
and refradory to their Commands of 
thofe Kingdoms, and to grant them, to 
. w others. 
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ethers. After this Manner they came 
into the Poflcffion of Henry the Son of ^, 
Frederic Barbarojfa^ and from Hmry to 
his Son Frederic 11. all three fuccefiively 
\R0/^^ Emperors. But Fr^/;fcnV becoming 
a very bitter Perfecutor of the Church, 
•and the Fadions of the Guelfs and Gbir 
bellins taking their Rife in his Time, 
and having for their Heads the Pontiff 
and the Emperor, after Frederics De- 
ceafe, the Pontiff granted the Inveftiture 
of thofe Kangdoms to Charles Count of 
Anjm and Provence^ as has been menti-Grmted 
-cned above, with a yearly Tribute ^^f^^'^ai? 
. 6000 Ounces of Gold^ and on Condition 
that not one of thofe Kings fhould for the 
future accept of the Roman Empire. 
This Condition was afterwards conftantiy 
fpecified in the Inveftiture of the King- 
dom of Nc^lesy becaufe the Kingdom of 
the Ifland of Sicifyy in the PoiTeflion of 
the Kings of Aragon^ was, after % few 
Years, feparated in Tribute, and in Ac- 
knowledgment of the Fee, from Obedi- 
ence to the Church.

-0ie C^cian Aif^i^ in which, thpy fay, 
ftre comprehended GeAoa^ and all the 
Territory exftfeding from that City to Ac

-a Kii^g of the feme Nation, niade a Do- 
nation <^f therSaima, a Country near 
Romey and of Narni and jincima, with 
fome other Towns. 

The 
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^. The State of Affairs thus changing, ^* ^• 
variable alfo were the Citcumftances of (^J^^^j 
the Pontiffs with regard to the Emperors. 
For having been under Perfecution fotp^^^i^iy^ 
many Ages from the Emperors, and af-^^^^*^ 
ter wards freed firom that Terror by the^ ^ ^^*' 
Converfion of Conjtantine, they enjoyed 
Reft indeed, but attending only to Spi? 
ritual Matters^ and b^ing little lefs than 
entirely fubjed, for many Years, under 
the Shadow of his Succeflbrs, lived aftec 
that for a long Courfe of Time in a love 
Condition, and wholly feparate from any 
Commerce with the Emperors by tl» 
Greatnefs of the Lombards in Italy. 

But after the PontiiFs were, by the 
Bipnefit of the Kings of France^ arrived 
at temporal Power, they lived in very 
good Harmony with the Emperors, and 
in a cheerful Dependence on theit Autho- 
rity while the Imperial Dignity continued 
in the Defcendents of Charlemagne^ both 
on account of mutual KindneiTes, and out 
of Reverence to the Imperial Grandeur. 
This coming afterwards to decline, the 
Pq)es wholly feparatcd themfelves' from 
S 4 the 
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-A. D. the Emperors, and began to form Pre-.^ 
LII^II^ tenfions that the Pontifical Dignity, far 
makecff ^^^™ receiving, ought to give Laws to 
Subjcfti- the Imperial. 

on to the 
Elmpcrori 

Wherefore abhorring above all 
tilings to return under their anticnt Sub- 
jedlion, for preventing the Emperors 
from getting the antient Rights of the 
Empire acknowledged in Rome or clfc- 
where, as fome of them, who were 
either of greater Power, or of a loftier 
Spirit, made Attempts for that Purpofe> 
thlmwiih^^y openly oppofed their Efforts by 
Arms. Force of Arms, with the Afliftance of 
thofe Tyrants, who, under the Name of 
Princes, and of thofe Cities, which^ 
having aflerted themfelves at Liberty, no 
longer acknowledged the Authority of 
the Epipire. 

Hence it came to pafs that the Pon- 
tiffs, continually taking more and more 
upon themfelves, ^nd converting the Ter- 
ror of Spiritual Arms on Temporal Mat- 
ters, interpreting themfelves alfo as Vi- 
cars pf Chrift upon Earth, fuperior to the 

Em- 
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Emperor, and intrufted, in many Cafes, ^* ^• 
with the Care of earthly States, fome«c^v%) 
times deprived the Emperors of the In^-n^-. 
perial Dignity, flimuiating the Eledorls tochmu 
chofe others in their Room $ and on the 
other Side the Emperors either chofe^ cm: 
procured to be chofen new Pontiffs. 

The State of the Church being greatly ^2^- 
weakened by thefe Diiputes, and no le^Bcdefia- 
by the Refidence of the Raman Court for«c Vi- 
70 Years in the City of AaignMy and by 
the Schifni that fucceeded in Italy after the 
Return of the Pontiffs, from hence it 
happened that in the Cities fubjedt to the 
Church, and efpecially in thofe of R^ 
magna, many of the powerful Citizens 
fet up a Tyranny over their own Couatiy.
